BARBARISM BETTER THAN 
REFORM! 
(CONTRIBUTED.)

JupGING by what theChinese Govern- 
ment has lately been doing and by 
what the Foreign Powers in Peking 
appear to be approving there seems 
to be a decided opinion in favour of a 

return to Barbarism. 

Just consider the splendid series of 
conversions to better methods effect- 
ed during the last three years by the 
Reformers. First, there was the con- 
version of the leading members of 
the Grand Council and of the Tsungli 
Yamtn; the conversion of many of 
the Hanlins and Censors in Peking; 
the conversion of the leading Viceroy 
Chang Chih-tung and the two Gover- 
nors of Hupeh and Hunan ; the con- 
version of the gentry and students of 
Hunan and Kiangsi—two of the most 
anti-foreign provinces in this Empire; 
the conversion of a large number of 
the gentry of Kuangtung province ; 
with the result ‘that most of the 
younger men in every province 
throughout the Empire and the ma- 
j jority of the rulers were prepared to 

adopt sweeping changes of the most 


| radical character without any opposi- 
5 | tion. 


The radical nature of the reforms 
is apparent when we consider that 


g| instead of the historical attitude of 





hatred to foreigners and the closin, 
up of their country, friendship an 
alliance with Foreign Powers and the 
opening up of the whole country were 
| advocated. Instead of the intolerable 
| conceit that the Chinese had the best 
| system of education in the world, the 
{ substitution of Western learning for 
‘come of their own was advocated. 
| Instead of being satisfied with Chinese 
civilisation and Chinese institutions 
ithe Reform portfolio ran over with 
‘ wholesale improvements in every de- 
| partment, till the world was amazed 
jand said’ that even the rapidity of 
‘Reform in Japan was nowhere as 
compared with that of Young China. 
‘But, alas! the Reform Cabinet 
. ced cashiering some of the ob- 
structionists and the change from 


Chinese to European costume, includ- 
ing the cutting off of the queue 
These were the last straws which 
made the burden too heavy for the 
Conservative party to endure. 

The Empress Dowager at the 
special request of the cashiered ob- 
structionists then forcibly took charge, 
beheaded several Reformers at once 
without trial, imprisoned some for 
life, banished others for life, degraded 
others for life, suppressed all news- 
papers, forbade the formation of any 
societies, promoted the anti-Foreign 
and non-progressive men to places 
of influence, and protested strongly 
against the Foreign Legations order- 
ing some thirty soldiers each for self- 

rotection against the rowdies let 
loose on foreigners in Peking. And 
more recently we have rowdy soldiers 
within ten miles of Peking attacking 
Foreign engineers and a member of 
the British Legation on the railway, 
and the Chinese official sent to en- 
uire into the matter insulted by the 
Generals of the rowdy soldiers, while, 
about the same time, not far from 
Peking a soldier attacking a Chinese 
unconnected with foreigners was at 
once beheaded and his head put 
up ona spear as a warning to others! 

‘Thus we see retrogression on every 
line save two, viz. the carrying out 
of concessions for railways mines, etc., 
already agreed to, and the protection 
of missionaries; the Government well 
knowing that much interference with 
foreigners on either of these lines 
would exhaust the patience of the 
Foreign Powers and lead at once to 
the partitioning of China. 

So far as the Chinese internal 
policy ig concerned the Government 
goes back to the policy of forty years 
ago—hatred of foreigners, and no en- 
lightenment, no reform, and woe to 
the men who attempt either. 

wet Foreign Ministers in Peking, 
relying on vague promises, say that 
the Empress Dowager stepped in and 
saved the country. If the Reformers 
were ruining the country what is the 
new programme for the salvation of 
the country? No man in his senses 
will build anything on the promises 
of this Chinese Government after 
forty years’ experience of their belyi 
them. Deeds alone, not rina, ae: 
satisfy us to-day.

From Newchwang we learn that all is 
quiet there. The port is quite full of visitors, 
principally Russians, and all the ions aro 
crowded. Mr. Petersen, who is about to 
open-up mines for the’ Russians, and his 
staff were expected to start very shortly 
for the interior. Large stocks of coal were 
boing collectod, both from Japan and from 

ing collicries.. ‘The Russians have 
imported large quantities of sleopers, rails, 
timber, and railway material generally ; 
the first locomotives were expected in a 
day or two, and an engine shed is nearly 
ready for them, “They have also soveral 
‘vertical Loilers for taking into the country, 
and the embankment for the railway 
towards Port Arthur is already laid for 
some miles. Some three or four miles of 
rail are already laid on the bare earth, 
without any stones or ballast. ‘Tho Shan- 
haikuan Railway, financed by the Hong- 
kong and Shanghai Bank, is also being 
proceeded. with, and the earthworks from 
the Newchwang end are getting forward 
past. Mr. Kinder is expected boforo tho 
port closes to look into matters. At tho 
Shanhaikuan end over fifty miles of 
embankment are coinpleted and tho rails 
are now being Inid. A temporary bridgs 
that will carry an engine has been erected, 
reparatory, to erecting the permanent 
widge of thirty spans of 100 feet each. 
This work has been under the charge of 
Mr. Newmarch, and before long we may 
hope to see Newchwang in railway com- 
munication with Peking. This will be 
followed by the opening up of new coal 
mines along the. line, ‘The land question 
at Newchwang has been settled amicably 
by the purchase of some lots inside the 
Russian lines. It_ will be difficult to 
rocognise old quiet Newchwang when both 
roilways aro. in full swing. With the 
number of visitors of all nationalties a hotel 
is urgently needed, and next year is likely 
to seo a great boom in land and house 
property.

It 
considers it as imprudent as inhuman to 
confide the lives of a number of passengers 
to the profound ignorance of “Celestial 
engineers, ' We are quite ready,” it says, 
“to make a tour in another world, but we 
are egotistical enough to wish to be conduct- 
ed there by anybody but a Chinaman. 


Ox Thursday the Echo de Ohine stated 
that it had received a very important letter, 
dated tho 22nd ult., from Poking, giving 
the details of the visit of Dr. Dethéve and 
M. Vissitre to the Emperor. Wo translate 
this letter as follows :— ‘ 

“ Tt ts extromoly difficult to get preciso 
Information on the subject of the inter- 
view on the 18th botween M. Vissidre and 
Dr. Dethdre on the one part and their 
Mnajestics the Empress-Dowager and the 
Emperor on the other. 

“Tho reserve maintained by the visitors, 

especially on the professional side, is easily 
understood. 
‘The doctor and M. Vissidre were re- 
colved on the side of the Iakes or gardens 
in a small hall at the two extremities of 
which they found the Empress-Dowager 
and the Emperor, both seated in largo 
Chinese arm-chairs. 

“The Empress had in front of her a tablo 
with a yellow cloth. She had tho ordinary 
Tartar head-dress with somo precious 
stones and pondants of coral, and wore an 
embroidered plum-coloured robe. 

“The Emperor had in front of him. a 
yellow foot-stool and wore the usual Au- 
dience costume and winter hat with a knob 
of plaited «i 

* After having saluted the Empress, the 
visitors, accompanied by Prince Ching, 
approached the Emperor, and Dr. Dothdvo 

rocoeded to a complete examination of hia 

Majesty. 

“Te is impossiblo for us to give the de- 
tails of the examination and the results, 
All that wo can say is that the health of 
his Majesty presents no immediate danger, 
and that he suffers chiefly from anemia. 

“During the whole length of the visit, 
the Empress followed with great attention 
the doctor's examination and seemed re- 
assured by his conclusions, 

“Dr. Dethdve and M. Vissidre then 
retired ‘and after having partaken of a 
collation offered by their Mnjesties, they 
returned to the Legation.” 

‘This letter is interesting as faras It: goes, 
but it really tells us nothing we did not 
Know before. ‘The close watch which the 
Empress-Dowager kept on Dr. Dethdve's 
movements is quite intelligible, but after 
all it is impossible to be certain that it 

was the Emperor whom Dr. Dethave saw. 
Tf there aro one or more doubles of the 
Emperor in the palace, they would na- 
turally bo sufficiently like him even to 
deceive M. de Vissibre, who has only seou 
him previously at a distance seated cross- 
legged on a dais in all the immovability 
that Obineso etiquette demands. 

A somewaar serious fire broke out on 
Friday evening, between 6 and 7 p.m., inthe 
Sungkiang Road. It originated in a'tob-c- 
conist’s shop, No. 20, and spread with 
such remsrkable rapidity that a teashop 
at the corner of Sungkiang and Shantung 
Roads, on the Yangkingpang, the opposite 
side of the street, quickly caught fire. In 

very short space of time some ten ora 
dozen houses or shops were involved, and 
the efforts of the fire brigade, which 

romptly responded to the alarm bell, 









































were only successful in preventing a spread 
of the flames and a consequently greater 
disaster. The damage, impossible at pre- 
sent to estimate, is very considerable but 
we gather that ‘the premises in question 
were almost entifely insured. A fire took 
plice on the same spot just a year ago.— 
As far as can be ascertained up to the 
present the loss to the insurance companies 
concerned was as follows :—North British, 
Tis. 7,000; Sun, Tis. 3,000; Hongkong, 
about Tis. 4,000. Several other companies 
are concerned, but up to the present the 
details are not obtainable. 

A Caxton dispatch to the Universal 
Gazette states that Tsén Chun-hsuen, the 
new Provincial Treasurer of Kuangtung, 
has recently issued a proclamation in which 
he strongly condemns the harm done to 
persons who indulge in opiam, and grants 
three months to his subordinates addicted 
to the habit to get rid of this bane of their 
lives, Failing obedience to his commands 
the delinquents will not only be dismissed 
from office, but denounced to the Throne. 

Accorpixa to a Peking dispatch, the 
answer given by the ‘Tsungli Yamén 
to a question by the Ministers of the 
Foreign Powers as to the reason of the 
mobilisation of s0 mae troops in the 
Capital, is reported to bo that they hd 
been assembled fot the regular Autumn 
Military Review, whereupon it is stated 
that the Tsungli Yamén was requested 
t to allow any soldiers to frequent the 
vieinity of the Foreign legations or else 
trouble would follow.” 

H.E. Hsu Curxo-oneso, ex-Minister to 
Germany and President of the Russo- 
Chinese Railway in Manchuria, left this 
for the North on the steamer Anping, en 
route for Poking. HE. had been spending 
some time in his home in Chékiang province 
since returning from abroad. 

Disrateses received from Newchwang 
esterday report.the arrival of four batta: 
ions of troops, under the command of 
General Hu, at that city from Moukden. 
‘These troops had been sent by the Tartar 
General owing to the evacuation of New- 
chwatg by the troops of General Sung 
Ching leaving it at the merey of the mounte 
bandits who swarm in that vicinity. 


A dispatch received from Nanking states 
that when H. BE. Kuei, Viceroy-designate 
of Szechuan, passot through that city en 
route for Chéngtu, the other day, the news 
from Chungking was so serious that the 
now Viceroy: was forced to raise a strony 
Modyguard for himelf to protect him’ on 
his journey West. ‘This bodyguard con- 
sisted of 160 picked men borrowed from 
Viceroy Liu’s crack battalions at Nanking, 
all armed with new Mausers. 


Ir is reported from Tientsin that a body 
of troops, belonging to the turbulent 
Kansu corps of General Tung Fu-hsiang, 
while travelling by the Tieitsin-Shanhai 
kuan Railway to the vicinity of Peitaiho, 
attacked some foreign émployecs of the 
railway on the same train. Brickbats 
were used by the braves” and some of 
the foreigners were injured and had to 
return to Tientsin. ‘The troops then became 
so mutinous that the native authorities 
in the vicinity had considerable difficulty 
in restoring order. 


Acconp1Ne to an official recently arrived 
from Hankow it seems that since her coup 
@éat the Empress Dowager has twice 
sent secret edicts to Viceroy Chang Chih- 
tung desiring his immediate presence in 
Peking. Having friends at Court, H.E. 
Chang replied to the first command that 
his health was not good and that he was 
consequently unable to underlake the 
journey north. About # fortnight after- 
wards a second and more urgent command 
arriving, H.E. replied that the duties of 
his important post precluded his leaving 
Wuchang until a more favourable time, 
the ssid duties absolutely requiring his 
personal attention.

Orrtotat dispatches recelved by the local 
mandarins report the mustering of large 
bodies of troops in the vicinity of Nan- 
chang, the provincial capital of Kiangsi. 
The object of the mobilisation is at 
Present Kept secret; but doubtless tho 
Ewpress Dowager’s | reactionist decrees 
have had something to do with it, there 
being considerable discontent in that pro- 
vince of late. Kiangsi like Hunan was a 
close province to Western ideas, and like 
‘Hunan has made faster progress, once hav- 
ing accepted Western learning, than the 
moro advanced ones’ of Kiangsu, Kuang- 
tung, ete. 

Reronts received at this port from Peking 
‘on Wednesday state that the enemies of 
HLE, Shéng, Director-General of Railways, 
have been again doing their best in the 
capital to ruin him by numerous denuncia- 
tory memorials to the Empress Dowager 
aud that from indications to hand they will 
very probably succeed. When it is re- 
membered that, in addition to the above 
Director-Genoralship, H.E. Shéng is also 
Director-General of the China Merchants’ 
8.N. Co., the Lelegraph Administration, 
and tho Hanyang  Iron-works—all of 
them most lucrative offices—it is no won- 
der that envy and malice have had a great 
share in tho oppsition shown to that official. 

Tue Sinwénpao publishes the following 
reports from ‘Peking. It siys that it was 
rumoured recently in Peking official circles 
that the British Minister, Sir Claude 
Macdonald, had addressed a dispatch to 
tho Tsungli Yamén to the effect that, “if the 
‘Empress Dowager was determined to depose 
the Emperor Kuang Hsii and install a now 
Emperor in the Palace, there would bo 
trouble, as Great Britain will not ‘submit to 
such a step.” Another report is that ‘the 
‘Emperor's illness was growing more serious 
overy day and that his successor had al- 
ready beon introduced into the Palnce "— 
to await, we suppose, the inevitable result 
ot the Empress Dowager’s designs. 

AcconpiNe to the Universal Gazette the 
Vicoroy Liu of Nanking has recently turned 
tho old barracks of the German-modelled 
‘Tze Chiang Brigade, in that city, into 
school for tho encouragement of mechanical 
sciences. 
‘are master artisans who have had years of 
instruction and experience at the Nanking 
Arsenal, while tho students have been 
selected from the well-to-do farming classes 
in the vicinity of the city. At present the 
students ate being. taught how to make 
spinning and weaving machines accordin; 
to the newest foreign types, models of 
which are placed in the school for the 
students to copy. 


In is reported from Canton that a wealthy 
notable of the district of Hsinan (colloquial 
Sunon) in Canton prefecture, named Chung, 
has recently raised the flag of rebellion in 
his district and that large numbers of men 
are joining. The movement was first begun 

shortly after the news of the coup d'état 
at Peking reached the South, under the 
leadership of members of the Triad Society, 
but by the influx of a large element of the 
better classes animated by the desire to 
oppose the reactionist decrees of the Em- 
press-Dowager, the Triad Society. men are 
now in the minority and a stricter dis- 
cipline is observed in the handling of the 
febols. So strong are the malcontents i 
Heinan district that the local authorities 
dare not do anything hostile to the former 
but have, as usual, appealed to Canton for 
ald. 

‘A Woouaxc dispatch received here 
on Friday states that ‘Viceroy Chang has 
Teceived a petition from the district magis- 
trate of Lichuanhsien, Ichany prefecture, 

rovince of Hupeb, reporting a riot against 
Ghristians in a market town within that 
magistrate’s jurisdiction, resulting in the 
Killing of four Christians and the burning 
of their chapel in that town. As the magis- 
trate had no military force at his command

to enable him to arrest the rioters whose 
leaders are said to be known, an appeal is 
made to the Viceroy for aid. In con- 
sequence of the- receipt of this serious 
news Vicoroy Chang at ones telegraphed to 
General Fu, in command of the Ichang 
Circuit, and’ ordered him to go in person to 
Lichuanhsien to arrest the ringleaders of 
the mob. 

‘A’ Naxmaye dispatch states that tho 
Government College established in that 
city some time ago, for the instruction of 
students from all parts of the country in 
the English, French, German, and Japanese 
Innguages and sciences, has been changed 
by recent orders of the Viceroy Lia Kun- 
yi into a First class Provincial College, in 
obedience to the regulations approved by 
the Emperor in June last, that.‘* Provincial 
colleges of the First and Middle classes 
be established for the reception of M.A., 
and first-class licentiate graduates to pre- 
pare for entrance into the Peking Univer- 
sity.” As these provincial ‘colleges are 
establishedf{sololy for the instruction of 
the students and graduates of their own 
Brovinoes, all those now in the Nanking 

‘ollege hailing from. other provinces have 
been ordered to resign, while a strict 
examination into-the qualifications of the 
native Kiangsu students is to be made to 
prore their right to romain, in view of the 
higher branches of Chineso literature 
which will, in future, be maintained in 
the curriculum of tho College. ‘Tho Chief 
Director of the new. Kiangst First-Class 
College has been appointed in the person 
of » Taotai named Kuei Kuang-tien, and 
the Vice-Director is n former Optimus or 
chuangywin, named Chang Chieb. 


‘Tue new Provincial Judgo of Hupeh, 
Chi, promoted recently from the Hankow 
Taotaiship, who is now spending a month's 
leave at his home in Changchou, near 
Wausieh, before taking over his new di 
at Wuchang, is reported to have told tl 
following incident. While at Pek 
other day, the Judgo was having his a: 
ence before the Empress Dowager, and the 
Emperor was described as sitting by her 
side ‘with every appearance of cordiality 
between the two.” (!) The Empress Dowa- 

then said: “So you are going to Ho- 
peb, ch 7 It is well. Your superior, Chang- 
Chih-tung, has a very good reputation and 
has always been able to protect the inte 
rests of both the empire and relations with 
foreign countries. His spinning and weay- 
ing mills have also been successful in p- 
ing some money in tho country. Tam much 
pleased with him.” Then the Emperor 
suddenly turned to the Judgo and. said : 
“Chang Chih-tung’s small arms factory 
seems to have been quite successfal ; but 
has he beon able to put up the extra ones 
which we commanded some time ago?” 
The Judge wes able to reply that although 
no new factories had been erected recently 
at Wuchang, steps were being taken to do 
80, and the audience ended. 


Tae ‘Sintwinpao gives the following 
sketch, from native official sources, of 
affairs in Szechuan re Yi Man-tze and his 
followers :—Yii Man-tze has removed his 
family and belongings to a hill market 
town called Yingchiasze, in the district 
of Tungliang, West Szechuan ; but he him- 
self with his fidus Achates, Tsiang Chan- 
chén, has returned to the old fastnesses at 
Lungshuichén. So far it seems Yi him- 
self has kept quiot, but ono of his liouten- 
ants, Tang Tsui-ping, with o band of 
followers, consisting of a hundred odd men, 
followed en route by a large rabble of local 
rowdies and riff-raff, has been recently 
devastating the district »of Yungpih and 
destroying all the telegraph poles within 
reach, thereby cutting off telegraphic com- 
munication between Chungking and the 
provincial capital, “Chéngtu. This samo 
fieutenant made his appearance at a place 
called Watan, belonging tothe district of 
Chiangtsin, and proclaimed his intention 
of visiting the upper reaches of the River 









































for the sole purpose of forcing all Christian 
converts in the town of Yuchi to renounce 
their faith. Ho has also been making 
himself hated and feared by the inhabitants 
by seizing any person he suspected of pos- 
sessing money and holding him to ransom. 
for Tis. 30. As for movements of govern- 
ment troops, a General Chou has started to 
block the farther progress eastwards of the 
rebels on land, while a naval force of eleven 
large gunboats is hastening to prevent tho 
lattor from invading Chungking by water. 
‘The plan will be to surround the rebels 
and gradually making their circle of opora- 
tions smaller and smaller, finally give them - 
the coup de grdce at their old fastnesses in 
Lungshuichén. 

Accorprxc to the native Paoral the 
reception of Marquis Ito at Nanking on 
the 20th ult. by the Viceroy Liu Kun- 
yi was marked by great cordiality and 
‘courtesy and tho latter was greatly disap- 
pointed to find that the Marquis was much 
pressed for time and consequently could 
not stay more than a day at Nanking, By 
dint of much persuasion, coupled with the 
remark that the immediate departure of the 
Marquis was a sign that he was dissatisfied 
with his reception, the distinguished guest 
consented to stay over-night in Nanking, 
‘and when he went to the Vicoregal prt 
to call on the Viceroy the reception received 
by the Marquis was equal to one given to a 
Prince of the Imperial House. Guns wero 
fired and Chineso musicians greeted the 
Marquis os he entered the yamén, outside 
of the grand entrance-hall of which the 
visitor was met by the Viceroy, ‘accompanied 
by all the substantive military and civil 
officials of the city, numbering over sixty 
mandatins. No Chinese visiting Viceroy 
or Governor ever met with such marks of 
respect. Viceroy Liu and his large train of 
subordinates bade good-bye the next day to 
the Marquis on board of the steamer, whilo 
thousands of troops lined the river bank. 
When the steamer started for Shanghal 
these troops fired salvoes of musketry, 
while the numerous forts in the vicinity 
also saluted. The cordiality and courtesy 
shown by the Chineso officials, high and 
low, to Marquis Ito wherever ho has been 
on this tour have been most remarkable. 
As agenoral rule, Chinese officials have been 
only too anxious to avoid receiving or 
enlectalning foreign officials, but in this 
instance it is evident that the earnest wish 
of his Majesty Kuang Hii, often openly 
expressed to his Ministers last summer, to 
keep in closo bonds of friendship with 
Japan, bas had a great deal to do with 
the recent cordial receptions given to tho 
Marquis as the chief represontative of a 
Power with whom it is now intended to 
draw closer in friendship than ever before. 
Genuine admiration of the talents and abili- 

jes of the man who made Zopan what she 
is to-day may also be conceded as a reason 
for the respect evinced everywhere amongst 
the Chinese officials for the Marquis. But 
the principal lesson to be drawn is that 
many Chinese, from the Emperor down- 
wards, strongly admire the pluck and per- 
severance of Japan in reforming her 
government, thereby. obtaining the high 
position she now holds amongst the other 
powerful nations of the earth, and that 

long as- this feeling of admirati 
animates the breasts of a large number of 
Chinese, high and low, there is also the 
strongest probability of China’s following 
the grand example of her Island neigh- 
bour. ‘For what Japan can do is, of 
course, possible for China” has been the 
motto of the Reform Party ever since 
the late war with Japan opened the eyes 
of the Chinese literati. +

Tur London and China Express says :— 
“The Russian Authorities are said |to be 
far from satisfied with the reports received 
concerning the Evolutionary Squadron's 
mapourres in the Baltic. Sea-fights in 
the Spanish-American War have made the 
officers more critical than hitherto, hence 
they are noting deficiencies. The Com- 
mander of the squadron, Admiral Makarov, 
who was formerly in charge of the Imperial 
Fleet in the Pacific, has had an unusual 
opportunity for gauging the standard at- 
tained by warships of rival nationalities. 
It is not surprising, therefore, that the 
shortcomings of the Baltic flotilla should 
receive attention. The inefficiency of the 
engineers and of the conscripts pitch- 
forked on board in haphazard fashion to 
do the work of stoking and of attend- 
ing to machinery has rendered minor 
casualties of daily occurrence. The con- 
trol of the torpedo-boats has left much to 
be desired. Carelessness in firing and 
in cleaning is asserted to have led to the 
breakdown at intervals of two-thirds of the 
thirty craft constituting the auxiliary 
destroyer flotilla. ‘The gunnery practice is 
reported to have been despicable. The 
officers complain that the allowance of 
ammunition is too small, and hints are 
thrown out to the effect that even then the 
regulation quantity is not always provided.”

Asa matter 
of fact, the shells contain nothing but hair, 
with a'sprinkling of gunpowder and plugs 
of ‘wood, which pass. for bullets, - Some 
specimens of this spurious ammunition are 
to be sent to Washington. 


Some particulars may be interesting of 
the Milan Consortium, which was founded 
at the beginning of last year, and just 
recently added an agency at Bangkok to 
the houses it already had open at Bombay, 
Singapore, Hongkong, Shanghai, Yoke. 
hama, Batavia, and other ports in Australia, 
India, and the Red Sea. The agency is 
composed of a number (some 130) of Italian 
manufacturers, who pay an entrance fee 
of f. 1,000, and f. 100 yearly, the agree- 
ment being for six years. The Committee 
appoints the agents in the various zones and 
pays the first cost of establishment and 
installation, after which all expenses have 
to be borne by the agent, who is really on 
his own account, but nominated by theCom- 
mittee and subject to their orders. The 
agent of the newly-established brauch at 
Bangkok already declares himself satisfied 
with what he has done, and considering the 
hold that British and German goods already 
have this seems a little remarkable. He is 
very well stocked with samples, and is 
prepared to treat for goods deliverable in 
the Siamese capital.—L. d: 0.

‘Tae St. Jumes's Bi has the follow- 
ing “details of the ordinary life of the 
Emperor of China 

Naturally yer little is known of the 

rivate life of the Emperor of China, but 
rom time to time a few interesting facts 
crop up. The unhappy monarch is com- 
pelled to rise every morning at two o'clock. 
‘At three, by which time his toilet is com- 
pleted, he receives the Ministers, and 
from that time till six is occupied with 
affairs of State. breakfasts at nine 
and dines at five in the afternoon. In 
spite of the great number of officials and 
servants in the palace, the poor-man is 
perhaps the worst served master in the 
world. The menu. for every day is writ 
ten out a long time beforehand; and 
as it is by no means certain that such 
things as young vegetables and cortain 
kinds of fruit are to be had on a given 
day, things aro so badly arranged that 
they often make their first appearance on 
the Emperor’s table when they have been 
in season at least a month. It is strict 
etiquette that no single thing of a kind 
shall ever be put before his Majesty ; 
everything, even the fish, must be served 
Lie He is rather fond of good living, 
and should he by chance, in the opinion of 
any of the doctors who are always present 
at every meal, eat too much of any favour- 
ite dish, it is never allowed to appear 
again in the menu. ‘the expenses of the 
Imperial kitchen are enormous, but with it 
all the Emperor has a sort of Barmecide 


























feast. 

In his capacity of High Priest, the 
Emperor has to offer at least forty-six 
sacrifices to different gods in the course of 
a year ; and as to each sacrifice is dedicated 
one or more holidays, which must be passed 
by him in complete solitude, the miserable 
nionarch’s time must be pretty well taken 
up. ‘These sacrifices are made by him 








cither by night or about dawn, and the 
houses slong the route taken by him, us ho 
is carried in his closed palanquin through 
the deserted streets of the city, are 
hung with black, the effect of which 
is unepeakably depressing. It is also a 
very strict religious rulv that his Majesty 
shall offer in the course of every year 
many hundreds of silk balloons before the 
tablets of his ancestors, tho unbroken line 
of whom extends back before the lifetime 
of ovr Lord. ‘These balloons are made of 
the richest-silk obtainable, and several of 
the imperial silk manufactories are occu- 
pied the whole year through with the

+ SHANGHAI was full of warlike rumours 
yesterday, stimulated by “bunders” 
from the South and the North, and 
the news’ that the Iphigenia’ and 
Algerine had sealed orders not to be 
opened until they got to sea. No 
one of the rumours that passed from 
mouth to mouth at the Grand Stand 
was as serious as the news sent us by 
Reuter which we publish this morn- 
ing. Great Britain is apparently pre- 
paring for war, although most of us 

ave ‘Jelieved all along that the Fa- 

. shoda incident would be settled with- 
out fighting. ‘The formation of a 
strong naval emergency squadron, the 
extraordinary activity reported in 
naval and military centres, and the 
statement, happily: as yet unconfirm- 
ed, that it is intended to mobilise the 
militia and volunteers, would seem to 
indicate that war with a first-class 
Power is close at hand. Our Govern- 
ment apparently fears that the French 
Government sees no cure for the crisis 
in France but a foreign war; for it 
seems hardly likely that these unusual 
measures have anything to do with 
the action which it is rumoured that 
certain Powers contemplate in China. 
‘We hope, however, that the measures 
are merely intended to show any 
Powers that may be contemplating 
the disturbance of the peace of the 
world that the British Lion is not to 
be caught napping ; and to show that 
you are perfectly prepared for all even- 
tualities often ieposes your would- 
be enemy to think again before pro- 
ceeding to extremities. 





MICROBIC FREAKS AND 
FANCIES. 
2nd Nov. 

. Lirrte by little our Seaseption of 
Nature is changing as a result of the 
ever more careful examination of the 
walls of partition between the organic 
and the inorganic world. here 
formerly everybody was ready to 
believe in creation, spontaneous gen- 
eration, abiogenesis, or whatever other 
fancy name he chose 'to represent'the 
same fact, everybody now is frankly 
sceptical or openly convinced that old 
positions are untenable. Omne vi- 
‘yum ec ovo is not a new saying, but 
it is a new belief. Thanks to the 
researches of bacteriologists the action 
of living matter, nay, even its very 
composition, is now known to be 
intimately affected, swayed, and not 
infrequently destroyed by other living 
matter, infinitely small as to size but 
infinitely great in results. A charac- 
teristic of Kitasato’s plague bacillus, 
for example, is that before killing its 


victim it affects his mind somewhat | and 





is not a far ery from facts like these 
to the belief that many of our actions 
now attributed to free will should 
with more scientific precision be laid 
at the door of a bacillus, a micro- 
coccus, a bacterium, a vibrio, or some’ 
other of the many kinds of microbie 
nature, which either benignor harmful, 
are ubiquitous. -As will be seen the 
effect of the researches we have lately 
been making is to strongly support 
this view. 

Tt is well-known, for instance, that 
at the commencement of the hot sea- 
son in the Far East, a number of 
people composed mainly of the well- 
to-do, the lazy, and the missionaries 
are seized with an uncontrollable 
desire to wander. Their homes are 
too hot to hold them, and go they 
must, of course to some cooler place. 
This in the case of the reverend con- 
tingent is frequently the excuse for 
much cheap sarcasm, venerable for its 
age, but otherwise of no scientific 
value. The fact is that all these 
people are acting under the influence 
of a newly-discovered microbe which 
as a rule affects only the classes 
named. The poor, the hard-working, 
and laymen generally appear to be im- 
mune. We have searched in vain for 
a prior description of this interes- 
ting organism, and finding none we 
have designated it Bacillus Stragulus 
not, as a medical student might 
irreverently suggest, because it makes 
people “straggle,” but because it 
marks the characteristic feature of 
the disease, an intense desire for un- 
seasonable bed-covering! Bacillus 
Stragulus is literally the blanket 
bacillus. There have been many of its 
victims in Japan, at Kuling, Chefoo, 
and other places this season. 

Our second discovery is due toa 
close examination of the political 
atmosphere in Peking. All the world, 
our readers in particular, must have 
been struck with the unwonted char- 
acter of the late diplomatic season. 
‘The extreme sensitiveness which the 
various. Ministers have exhibited for 
the rights of other nations, the ultra- 
suave manner in which they have 
treated the native authorities and 
tried to acquire the “goodwill” of 
their country, the complaisance with 
which each Minister has welcomed 
concessions to the other, all these 
pointed to some common origin. We 
are glad to be able to announce to a 
wondering world the sole cause— 
another new microbe, which in honour 
of the distinguished diplomat most 
strongly affected by it we have 
named the Vibrio Pavloff. One only 
doubt exists in our minds as to 
the: suitability of this nomenclature. 
Tt is contrary to the usual nature 
of a vibrio to raise a ferment. But 
possibly the “heated atmosphere” 
may have accounted for this irre- 
gularity. Distinct from the above,

year Russia has been the chief sufferer 
from it, but Germany shows evident’ 
signs of the preliminary fever, and 
France is by no means convalescent. 
Even the United States has become 
affected. There is no known cure for 
this but large doses of “villainous 
saltpetre” administered 4 lu the late 
Professor Moltke. As a victim who 
has suffered, John Bull seems curiously 
willing that others should share the 
complain, stipulating only that after 
the microbe has entered, the door 
should be left open! Experience, 
however, has shown that the effect 
of this particular bacillus upon Gaul 
and Muscovite is similar to that of 
tetanus upon mankind in general, the 
only difference being that the one 
ends in barred doors and the other 
in lock-jaw. 

It is, however, in strictly local re- 
searches that we have met with the 
most promising results. Not only 
has new microbic life revealed itself 
to us, but we have met with most in- 
teresting variants. In the learned 
papers which Dr. Macleod wrote some 
years ago on the cholera germs of the 
lower Yangtze Valley there isno men- 
tion of thetwo varieties which we have 
lately discovered. The “Comma” 
bacillus is usually a venomous little 
beast which kills at first sight. But 
his namesake seems to affect the Press 
only. Compositors, proof-readers, and 
perhaps writers ate his prey. It is 
said that desiccation is certain death 
to all forms of “comma” microbes, 
from which we are led to infer that 
the persons above named never allow 
themselves to become sufficiently dry 
to ensure destruction. 

‘The other variant is the Spirillwm 
Collarx (sic) Asiaticiv, a most dan- 
gerous little pest. Noone seems to 
suffer much from it, however, except 
the Sikhs at street corners and the 
other unfortunate Asiatics who are 
collared ! 

‘Then there is the Photo-bacteriwm- 
Wingrovii, one of those curious 
productions of Nature which bear a 
characteristic odour and sometimes 
emit light. During the present year 
if has been more widely spread than 
ever, and at its best could easily be 
made outinadark room. Photometers 
show that its radiance then lies mid- 
way between that of phosphorescence 
and the well-known candle-shaped 
bacillus “Farthing-dipus.” Closely 
allied to the Photo-bacterium-Win- 
grovii is a microbe of German dis- 
covery—the Gasbildender Bacillus. 
‘This in the Fatherland is of the usual 
microscopic dimensions, but when 
imported into Shanghai, and care- 
fully tended and watered, grows be- 
yond all precedent. It delights in 
congregating in the clock-work ma- 
chinery of an ordinary meter which 
its by-products lubricate to an ex- 
traordinary degree! 

Another of oar original discoveries 
is a micrococcus upon which as upon 
the “comma” aforesaid, desiccation 
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has fatal effect. Its victims there- 
fore are goaded on by it to prevent 
this catastrophe at all costs. It is 
mioreover unique in another way, as 
being the only atom of microbe 
nature amenable to moral suasion. 
All that is’ necessary to effect’ its 
complete quiescence for a time is a 
raising of the elbow with a simul- 
taneous ejaculation of a polyglot 
prayer usually meaning “Here's for- 
tune!” We have named thi: 
curious microbe «the Diplococcus 
Tailii. 

But as is usual in scientific research 
accident has had its share—an im- 
portant one—in our discoveries. It 
was as a result of some recent corres- 
Poadence that we unearthed the 

LP. bacillus, a pernicious importa~ 
tion, little known in the Far East, 
and probably direct from London 
where it has lately producéd most 
baneful effects and is known as Sulis- 
buria. It saps manhood, destroys 
character, produces tht most unbe- 
coming paleness known as “ the white 
feather,” and is all the more to be 
dreaded as it is entirely repugnant to 
the British character. The only known 
cure for it is a compound tincture of 
Alison, Macaulay, and Green, com- 
bined with strict retirement from 
official cares! 

We might enter upon the considera- 
tion of various other organisms which 
have rewarded the microscopic study 
of our social life; upon the Bacillus 
Agilis for example which runs to 
cricket in the summer and dancing 
in, thewinter; upon the (istic 
Spirillum which, gencraicd in creek 
water, finds its way into our milk, 
and is cured at the Mixed Court. 
But space peremptorily calls a halt, 
and even freaks and fancies must 
end, 


THE UNITED STATES AND 
THE PHILIPPINES. 
. rd Nov. 
Ir Will be learnt with very general 
satisfaction from Reuter’s telegram 
this morning, that our Boston corres- 
pondent's recent forecast was correct, 
and that President McKinley has 
made up his mind to insist on the 
absolute cession of the Philippine 
Islands. We have no doubt that the 
President does not overlook the fact 
that it is not a light burden that 
this decision makes our American 
cousins assume, but no other course 
was, after _a careful consideration, 
possible. The restoration of Spanish 
rule in the islands could not be 
contemplated for a moment; it would 
mean keeping the islands in a per- 
petual state of rebellion. Clever as 
Aguinaldo has shown himself to be, 
he has not the authority over the 
islands generally, nor are they suffici- 
ently advanced, to make it safe to 
allow the islanders self-government, 
and an American protectorate would 
give the United States as much 
trouble and responsibility as annexa- 











very| 


tion. A’ joint protectorate of the 
'European Powers, which has been 
‘suggested, would be obviously nn- 
workable, and would certainly be 
‘irritating to the United States at 
| Manila ; and no other Power but the 
| United States and Spain has any 
‘rights or claims in the Philippines, 
{except Great Britain, which has an 
‘old unpaid mortgage on the islands 
{which is never likely to be pressed. 
The United States have decided, as 
iwas their manifest destiny, to be- 
come an important factor in Far 
| Eastern affairs, and the Philippine 
Islands give them a good foothold 
whence to carry out this decision. 
We have urged all along that the 
United States should annex the 
whole of the islands, not imerely 
Manila or the island of Luzon, and 
we are very glad to see that Pre- 
sident McKinley has come round to 
this opinion. 





“ONE FLEET UNDER TWO 
FLAGS.” 
Sid Nov. 

Ir is but a little time ago that a 
popular preacher in our community 
excited considerable enthusiasm by an 
address which he entitled “Two Na- 
tions One People.” Since that time 
events have moved fast. The mutual 
attractions and repulsions of great 
nations are becoming more and more 
marked as the world grows narrower 
and commercial competition keener. 
For us, far more than for Alexander, 
there are no more worlds to conquer, 
and not many valuable unpre-empted 
sections of the one small planct now 
so thoroughly explored. In the great 
family of mankind each nation, each 
race has its own problem to work out. 
No nation, no race can stop any other 
in its development, and we may as 
well frankly recognise that it would 
be of no substantial service to 
Humanity if we could. What other 
branches of the human family think 
of the Anglo-American section of it 
we already know tolerably well. They 
have excellent reasons for their 
severest criticisms But granting 
that all of these are well taken, the 
Anglo-American section is a conspicu- 
ous fact. 
Postal Congress it was shown that 
two-thirds of the mail of the 
world is addressed in the English 
language. This circumstance has an 
important bearing upon an Anglo- 
American Alliance. Those who write 
are those who use their minds, as 
well as their pens. 

“They say ‘ this shall be,’ and it is, 

For ere they act they think.” 

The manner in which Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s pregnant suggestion has 
been received not only upon each 
side of the Atlantic, but wherever the 
English langnage is spoken, has with- 
in itself the “promise and potency” 
of-its own ultimate albeit, perhaps, 
distant fulfilment.

The Arbitration idea has won a 
long list of triumphs within the past 
eighteen months, and it is an idea 
which has its root in the English- 
speaking lands. Such an idea cannot 
be repressed. It must expand, and it 
will yet encircle the globe. War isa 
great educator—even of Congress. 
men and members of Parliament. A. 
cynical essayist has recently remark- 
ed that the rescue from sudden exter- 
mination of all the Legislators of any 
modern country, would probably not 
now be thought worthy of comme- 
moration in a ferial calendar. Yet 
obtuse as the American Congress 
has constantly shown itself in regard , 
to national interests at a distance, 
the voyage of the battleship Oregon 
for 13,000 miles to reach a point 
not a third of that distance has 
opened the Congressional under- 
standing. Now we shall see a Cen- 
tral American Canal, and a Pacific 
Cable. We shall also see new in- 
fluences brought to bear in the 
Pacific, and much that the wildest 
dreams of romancers would not have 
ventured to suggest may within the 
life-time of some of us come to sober 
realisation. It was Sir Frederick 
Pollock who uttered the noble senti- 
ment: “One Fleet under two Flag 
to keep the peace of the world.” It 
is in the final clause that the signi- 
ficance of the utterance lies. It must 
be made clear, beyond question, when- 
ever that day arrives, to Teuton, to 
Frank, and to Muscovite that an 
Anglo-American Alliance means not 
“earth-hunger,” aggression, and inva- 
sion, but liberty and peace. 

By that time the interests of the 
whole civilised world will be so over- 
whelmingly felt to be bound up in 
Universal Peace, that opposition to 
the Alliance must cease. Perhaps 
the closing hours of the Nineteenth 
Century may see it accomplished, 
If nob, then the Twentieth Century 
will, 





FASHODA AND FRANCE. 
4th Nov. 

‘THE Spectator of the 17th of Septem- 
ber contains two excellent articles, 
which are specially interesting at the 
resent moment, one headed “F'ashoda 
and the French,” the other “France 
and the New ‘Teror.” When they 
were written it was not known for 
certain that the white men who fired 
on the Khalifa’s steamers at. Fashoda 
were French, but the Spectator, 
rightly as it turned out, adopted the 
view taken in Paris, and concluded 
that, they were French. That being 
so, the Spectator takes the following 
view of what should be done by our 
Government:— 

We must inform the Frenchmen in 
question that Fashoda is part of the: 
possessions of Byypt, and tell them further 


that though they are most welcome ta stop 
for a time at Fxshoda cither as individually 





the guests of England and Egypt, or else > 
as a scientitic and exploring expedition- 
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passing through the country, they cannot 
e acknowledged to ess any rights 
whatever in the Nile Valley. If Major 

Marchand, or whoever is in command, 

refuses to stop on theso terms, and insists 

upon remaining as in ‘adverse possession” 
of Fashoda, then we have only one ewurse, 
that is to bring up a sufficient force of troops 
and put him and his expedition out, using, 
of course, the minimum of force necessary 
to accomplish this object. To do any- 
thing else would be to acquiesce in an 
_ invasion by France of Egyptian territory, 
over the whole of which we now exercise 
control. When, at the sccession of the 
present Khedive, the Sultan tried, by the 
issue of anew Firman, to steal a piece of 
territory from the eastern or Arabian 
houndaties of Egypt, we insisted that he 
should do no such thing, and maintained 
successfully the integrity of Eyyptinn 
territory. Again, by friendly arrangement 
with Italy, we took over and resumed 
possession of Kassala, a portion of Egyptian 
territory which, with the nequiescence 
of England and Egypt, had been tem- 
porarily held by Italy.’ It is not, then, 
possible that we, acting as the controllers 
and_ protectors of Egypt, should agree 
to France taking possession of a portion 
of the main stream of the Nile,—the, 
river which is the very life of Egypt, and 
in order to secure the control of which we 
have just spent so much blood and treasure. 

‘This ‘determination to stick at all costs to 

the inain streain of the Nile, and so to con- 

nect our Exyptian dependency—for such it 
now is—with Uganda, is no newly invented 
principle. We have repestedly told the 

‘rench, and in the most formal manner 

jossible, that the whole course of the Nile, 

Fees the Lakes to the soa, is covered either 

hy the rights of England or by those of 

igypt, and that we should regard any 
trusion into the Nile Valley as an ‘un- 
endly act,”—a diplomatic phrase which 
means, of course, a casus belli, 

From this position, the Spectator 
says, it is impossible for Great 
Britain to recede. If she did, no 
Power would ever believe again ina 
British protest, and we should be 
forced to make actual war whenever 
we meant to be firm. Nor does our 
contemporary think that this attitude 
must be followed by war with France. 
Major Marchand’s position should be 
made untenable by the landing of a 
sufficient force to cut off his supplies, 
and then it will remain for the French 
Government to act. 


They can, of course, make our going to 
Fashoda a casus belli, for n nation has a 
right to make anything a casus belli. France 
might, for example, make our possession of 
Jersey a ground for war. But does any 
one seriously suppose that Franco will say 
tous: Unless the Egyptian troops aro 
recalled from Fashoda in twenty-four hours 
we shall declare war”? Nothing short of 
that would be likely to have any effect, and 
is France in a position to make such a de- 
claration? After all, France, like other 
Powers, is ultimately governed in the case 
of peace and war by the possibilities of 
success. But what chance of success 
would France possess? Sho would have 
no. allies. Russia might be friendly in 














feeling, but she would be certain to say:| try 


“Our best way of helping you in your 
struggle will be to agree with Germany, 
Ttaly, and Austria that if they will stand out 
of the quarrel, wo will. Germany and her 
allies will be certain to agree to this, and 
thus our action will save you from ail an- 
__ xiety in fegard to invasion, and will enable 
you to-concentrate your efforts on a mari- 
time war and a descent upon England.” 
But could France reasonably expect to 
win in a maritime war? We might not 





‘be able to hurt her very much, but could 


she hurt us? It is, of course, impossible 
accurately to forecast the character of 
any war, but speaking generally we should 
imagine that what must happen would be 
something of this kind. M. Lockroy has 
told us what is the present condition’ of 
the French Fleet,—‘‘a Navy of samples.’ 
There are plenty of ships, and many of 
them are marvels of scientific skill in con- 
struction and armament, but there could 
be little homogeneity about the squadrons 
which would oppose us either in the Chan- 
nel or in the Mediterranean. But homo- 
geneity in the ships of a fleet is. now 
admitted to be a matter of the greatest 
importance. The best policy, then, for 
Franco would be to keep her ships in 
harbour, and await developments. But 
this, we may be sure, the French would 
not do. Public: opinion would grow rest- 
less, and would insist upon the French 
ships giving us battle. No doubt we 
should lose many good ships in action, but 
probably the French would lose « good 
many more, and when the war closed 
France would most likely be without a 
navy, and we with one which, if reduced 
in fighting efficiency, would be augmented 
by several valuable additions in the shape 
of prizes. But would it pay France to 
come out of a war without anavy, just 
when Germany had become a powerful 
matitime Power? Surely France docs not 
want to feel that Germany might invade 
her both by land and sea. 

For these reasons the Spectator 
thinks that France cannot attack us 
if we insist on taking Fashoda. The 
most she will do is to make her 
occupation the ground for a good 
bargain, and while we cannot let her 
have the whole course of the Bahr-el- 
Ghazel, we might concede her a 
portion of the upper part on terms. 
And this is, no doubt, how the 
difficulty will be finally arranged. 
Meanwhile it is satisfactory to know, 
from the Reuter’s telegram we publi- 
shed yesterday, that the French papers 
are surprised at the British prepara- 
tions for war, inasmuch as the inten- 
tion of France to evacuate Fashoda 
was clearly indicated. Most of us 
will feel very little doubt that these 
preparations will very much en- 
courage the French in carrying out 
the intention indicated. 

The Spectator’s second article, 
“France and the New Terror,” was 
written when it was still undecided 
whether General Zurlinden, the War 
Minister, would resign, and whether 
M. Brisson would remain in office. 
‘The Spectator is certain that if France 
could collect herself and look at the 
matter calmly, she would understand 
that there must, in common justice, 
be a revision of the Dreyfus case. 
‘And yet public opinion seemed to be 
hardening again against revision. 

‘That fact is so astounding, that while 
we are waiting to know the final decision 
of the French Cabinet it is worth while to 
to understand the present temper of 
the French mind, and the forces that are 
at work to make a nation so quick and 
intelligent and on the whole so humane 
and sympathetic as the French take up 
the position which it seems to have taken 
up. We believe that if the dominant 
factor of the situation be put into a word, 
that word must be terror. Now, as so 
often before in her history, the passion 
that is ruling France is not really the 
passion of hate, but the passion of terror. 
Tf we look at the France of to-day, we see, 

















though no doubt in a somewhat modi- 
fied’ form, many of the symptoms which 
astounded and horrified the world during 
the Revolution. ‘‘Why on earth did 
you kill each other like that, and for 
no real reason?” asked an Englishman 
of a Conrentionnaire who had survived 
the Terror. “Parce que nous étions des 
léches," was the answer, and the true 
answer,—“ Because we were in a state 
of terror.” But, alas! a Frenchman in a 
state of terror does not merely act foolishly 
or even cruelly. He wants to kill. He 
feels that unless he can take somebody 
else's life his own will Le taken. Look at 
the extract we quote in another column 
from the Libre Parole. It is the voico of 
the Pére Duchesne. M. Drumont in effect 
and by inference tells the Jews that their 
blood shall run as in the September massa- 
eres, and their corpses choke the sewers, 
Nothing specific, nothing definite, is urged 
ayainst the Jows. Only, those who tako 
their cue from writers like M. Drumont 
feel that unless the Jews are killed, they 
and theirs will suffer. The Jews, like the 
aristocrats, must die before they can bring 
the lund to utter ruin. And there is no 
time to be wasted ; unless something is done 
quickly all is lost. But it will perhaps be 
said, ‘* Why payattention to M, Drumont ; 
his are only the commonplace ravings of 
the Anti-Semite, and need not be taken 
seriously.” Possibly ; though we must not 
forget tha’ the Libre Parole now circulates 
by the hundred thousand. Still, if DL. 
Drumont is ignored, what are we to say of 
an item of news taken from the Temps of 
Wednesday? It is there stated that M. 
de Baudry d’Asson—a very typical French- 
man and a Deputy—has written to tho Pre- 
sident of the Council asking him to convoke 
the Chambers without delay in ordertotinish 
once and for all (trancher) the question of 
revision. But this is not all. The writer 
ends by saying that ‘it is equally neces- 
sary to vote ‘at once’ a law declating that 
all insulters of the Army and all traitors to 
their country shall be shot without mercy.” 
This is, in effect, the law of the suspects, 
for without doubt any. person who asked 
for revision, who defended revision, and, 
finally, anyone who was known secretly to 
desire revision, would ultimately becomo 
‘an insulter of ‘the Army. These are, of 
course, the extremer cases, but alongside 
of them, and because of them, there are 
thousands of ordinary men whom terror 
is rendering wenselessly cruel. They say, 
‘as we have noted elsewhere, that things 
have gone too far to make it possible 
to consider the Dreyfus case in isola- 
tion, and that the cry for revision, has, 
in effect, become treason, and must 
therefore henceforth be considered and 
treated as treason, Thousands of men all 
over the country have, in fact, convinced. 
themselves that if once revision is agreed 
to France is lost. It was exactly the sama 
in the Revolution. Not one man in a 
hundred really wanted the aristocrats and 
the suspects to be guillotined. He pitied 
them, indeed, as far as he dared. But he 
was told that unless they died he himself 
and all he cared for would most certainly 
be destroyed. In that case there was no 
alternative. It was his life against the 
lives of the men who were ripe for tho 
knife. Depend upon it, it is now, as then, 
terror and nothing else that ‘prevents 
revision, and that may conceivably produce 
something very like revolution in France. 


The French people have this un- 
reasonable terror, the Spectator says, 
from ignorance. They believe that 
revision means something awful sim- 
ply because they have been told so. 
“The fact that they have not been 
told how or why revision will produce 
these horrors matters not at all. In 
fact, the fear they feel is more, not 
less, terrible because it is so vague, 
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To excitable people nothing is so, 
alarming as an. own terror. ‘Ifj 
you do that, the consequences will be 
so awful, so swift, and so overwhelm- 
-ing that no man dare even name 
them, or even think of them in his 
own mind.’ Say that impressively : 
enough, and often enough, to the | 
French people, and if you have some | 
colour for your talk, they will shiver | 
and believe you ; and if any man tries 
to unmask the imposture, he may 
soon be hooted down or stoned as‘ the 
betrayer.’” And the conclusion of the 


article is:— 

What is the end tobe? Will France 
recover her senses, or will she drift further 
into the whirlpool of terror, from which 
she will deem it impossible to find deliver- 
ance save at the hands of a tyrant? It is 
impossible to say, but our earnest hope is 
that France will’ manage to get through 
the Dreyfus crisis without revolution. 
After all, there are some encouraging 
symptoms, though there are many which 
are discouraging. The action taken by 
Colonel Picquart, by M. Zola, by M. de 
Pressensé, and by the large number of dis- 
tinguished men who have supported them, 
showa how much manliness, as well as 
courage, in the ordinary sense—want of 
physical courage is never the French- 
man’s defect—there is in the French cha- 
racter. It may be that theso healthier 
cleménts will prevail, and that the dogged, 
nay, magnificent, persistence of the sup: 

ters of Dreyfus will at last be rewarded 
yy the conversion of the nation to a saner 
mood. If that is so, France will have won 
1a bloodless victory over her own fears, will 
have learned a great lesson, and will he 
stronger, not weaker, for l'affuire Dreyfus. 
But though this is our ardent hope, we 
confess that at the present moment the 
political horizon is dark and gloomy, The 
symptoms of the terror which we have 
described are not pleasant symptoms, and 
no friend of France can regard them without 
sorrow and alarm. 

Happily, what the Spectator says 
about the French people applies more 
truly, to the Paris populace than it 
does to'the nation as a whole, for 
Paris is not entirely France. There 
is still a strong reserve of common 
sense and sobriety in the French 
people, as in shown in the Reuter's 
telegram which we publish this morn- 
ing, and M. Deleassé has not heard in 
vain the counsels of moderation given 
him by M. Muravieff. Fashoda is to 
be given up and Major Marchand is 
to withdraw to the westward of the 
boundary settled by the Anglo- 
German agreement, while the new 
Cabinet bows to the decision of the 
French High Court of Appeal, and 
we may hope to see the truth as to 
the innocence or guilt of Dreyfus 
brought out in a fair trial. 
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“EXTENSION OF SHANGHAL” 

5th Nov. 
Unper the heading “ The Far East,” 
the Times of the 37th of September 
prints an article with the above title 
which is full of information: for 
people, at home, and which will be 
read with great interest by our readers 
here, however well acquainted they 
may be already with the cireum- 
stances. The writer begins by say- 
ing :— 

‘The riots which wero excited at Shang- 
hai three months ago by the attempt of 
the French authorities to expropriate pro- 
pers belonging to the Ningpo Guild may 

ring to an issue the question of enlarging 
the foreign Settlements, which has been 
‘engaging the attention of the community 
for several years. Incidentally, the ques- 
tion what rights precisely the Powers in 
whose interests Settlements have been 
marked off possess, within those limits, 
is also raised by the action of the French 
Consul!-General in that and other respects. 
It may not be inopportune, therefore, to 
review the conditions under which the 
community has managed to build up not 
only a great trade, but a system of munict 
paladministration which is probably unique 
in its characteristics and its success. 

To show the origin of the forei 
Settlements here—and it must be 
understood at the first that the 
French Settlement is really in the 
same position as the Anglo-American 
Settlements, which is why we have 
from time to time designated it the 
“so-called French Concession,”—the 
writer quotes the Treaty of Nanking 
of 1843, and the similar treaties 
made with China in the following 
year by the United States and France. 
He points out that “there is not in 
either of these clauses a word that can 
be construed to give territorial rights. 
Areas are to be marked off for the 
residence of merchants of each of the 
three nationalities; the Chinese au- 
thorities promise to facilitate the 
purchase by them of land within 
those limits; and that is all. The 
British Consul in 1845 and the 
French Consul in 1849 did claim that 
land owned in the British or French 
Settlements should be registered in 
the British or French Consulates. 
The pretension was opposed, however, 
and abandoned in each case in face 
of a protest by the United States 
Consul that it implied a claim which 
was inconsistent with the fact that 
the Emperor of China remains lord 
of the soil.” 

A brief history is then given of the 
origin of the Shanghai Manicipality, 
the original scheme being drawn up 
by the three Consuls in 1854. Un- 
fortunately, in 1862 the French with- 
drew from the rest of the community, 
“setting up exclusive control within 
the area of their Settlement, and 
reviving the claim to enforce registra- 
tion, in the French Consulate, of land 
situated within its limits. The isola- 
tion of the French Settlement was 
completed in 1866 by the promulga- 
tion of a code of réglements which 
treated it practically-as French soil, 
and gave the Consul-General Vice- 








Imperial power.” The writer goes on 
to explain how the municipality is 
administered, how eleven other Powers 
have since made treaties with China, 
“but all have sought and found 
hospitality within the great cosmo- 
litan Settlement that has thus been 
formed.” He mentions how the 
population and trade have grown :— 

Naturally, areas marked off 50 years ago, 
when this trade was in its infancy, have 
long since-proved too small. Foreigners 
own more land outside the Settlements 
than inside. Villa residences line the out- 
side roads. A great additional Chinese 
population is gathering on the outskirts 
and on the opposite hank of the river 
where cotton mills, shipbuilding yards, 
docks, wharves, warehouses, and. all tho 
necessary appurtenances of a great shipping 
port have grown up. It has become 
necessary, in the interests of public health, 
that the bonndaries should be extended 50 
as to bring the enlarged area under 
municipal control. ‘The necessity has been 
made evident, we believe, to the foreign 
representatives. It has been denied by 
the Chinese provincial authorities, who 
consider themselves able to exert the 
necessary supervision. That view is not 
accepted by the community, and a solution 
cannot be much longer delayed. Still, the 
attitude of the French introduces a eom- 
plication which it may be desirable to 
examine. 


It is then shown how the discovery 
by the Taotai in his archives of the 
agreement of 1878, by which the 
Ningpo Guild were confirmed in the 
possession of their cemetery and joss 

jouse in perpetuity, upset M do 
Bezaure’s demands for compensation 
for.the recent riot. It has not pre- 
vented him, however, “from demand- 
ing a great extension of the French 
Settlement as compensation for the 
‘insult’ which the riots imply.” And 
he sticks to his claim “that no title 
to land in the French Settlement is 
valid unless derived from the French 
Consulate-General.” We learn that 
“M. de Bezaure claims that his posi- 








‘tion is logical and in accordance with 


the maxim, locus regit actwm. Un- 
fortunately, however, local practice 
appears opposite, as any landowner in 
the English or American Settlements 
can register his title in what Consul- 
ate he likes. Proof is wanting that 
the position of the French is superior 
to that of other nationalities, and it 
is rightly felt that pretensions greater 
than are asserted by others should be 
firmly contested.” 

The French claim for extension 
is, as is known, a very large one, 
very much largér than any probable 
extension of the French population 
here warrants. But the great ob- 
jection to the French proposed ex- 
tension is the claim that the land 
now belonging to foreigners of other 
nationalities within the area of the 
proposed French extension must be 
brought under French control and 
compulsorily registered at the French 
Consulate. Having seen what has 
recently happened at Hankow, 
foreign residents at Shanghai demur, 
not unnaturally, to projects that might 
bring not only much land owned by others 
than Frenchmen, but even the Cosmopo. 
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litan Municipal Cemetery, under French 
control. Extension is necessary ; but the 
circumstances which have been outlined 
point to the conclusion that it should take 
the form of extension of the great Anglo- 
American—which is really cosmopolitan 
Settlement. French interests at Shang- 
hai are nob so great, ueither are French 
residents so numerous, as to require en- 
Inrged accommodation’ under exclusively 
French protection. — Out of 3,887,000 tons 
of shipping entered at Shanghai last year, 
2,295,300 were English and 114,609 French. 
‘The important Russian firms engaged 
in the tea trade at, kow have al- 
ways lived in -the British concession, 
and show no inclin ation to remove into 
that which their Government hus lately 
obtained. ‘The Russo-Chinese Bank, the 
Banque de I'Indo-Chine, and other French 











firms are domiciled in the British Set-! 
toj 


tlement at Shanghai" in preference 
their own. So that, if the necessity for 
extended accommodation should arise, no 
inconvenience would, evidently, result from 
having to seek it in the cosmopolitan area. 
France can plead an interest at Sicawei in 
the shape of a great Jesuit establishment, 
which has thriven, however, under Chinese 
protection for many years ;” but Sicawei is, 
as we have seen, four miles off, and much 
of the intervening Innd is owned by British 
and others than French, 
indeed, be disguised that the desire for 
extension is inspired, in her case, by 
territorial ambition and a desire to create 
political claims. It has been suggested 
that such pretensions are inconsistent with 
China’s promise not to alienate any portion 
of tho Yangtze rogion to another Power. 
The concession at Hankow had been 
granted, unfortunately, before that under- 
taking ‘was given. It is a matter for 
consideration whether objection should not 
be offered on that ground to this new 
demand. 

There are one or two other con- 
siderations mentioned in the article 
before us. One is the absurdity 
of the present system which 
has allowed the conduct of nego- 
tiations with the Chinese autho- 
rities respecting municipal affairs to 
pass_out of the hands of the British 
and United States Consuls into those 
of the doyen of the Consular Body, 
who takes his position by seniority 
whatever the country he represents, 
and so carries on “the relations of 
what is, after all, an Anglo-American 
Settlement, in which British and Ame- 
rican interests enormously prepon- 
drate. The position became absurd 
when the French Consul-General 
claimed—as he has actually twice 
dene, on this very plea of seniority 
—to preside over the affairs of the 
Anglo-American Settlement,while ex- 
cluding interference in his own. That 
is pushing cosmopolitanism rather far; 
and a return to the principle that the 
British or American Consul-General— 
whichever happens to be senior— 

‘should preside over matters of muni- 
cipal concern has been proposed.” 

‘Attention is also wn to the 
necessity for new Land Regulations 
for Shanghai; and the writer concludes 


by saying :-— 

‘The Anglo-American Settlements form, 
in reality, a mixed colony, in which all 
nationalities have, at present, equal munici- 
pal rights, ‘and from which’ France alone 
stands aloof. The municipal council— 
which consists, by tacit understanding, 
of seven British, one American, and one 
German—succeeds, by avoiding points of

on affairs with a 


friction, in carrying 
smoothness that is in itself a tribute to the 


general good feeling and good sense. That 
very success constitutes a title to considera- 
tion when the residents demand an im- 
provement in their condition which cannot 
be effected without diplomatic help. 

It is stated that both the Bri- 
tish and U.S. Consul-Generals, with 
whom Tsai Taotai is expected to 
promptly settle the extension of the 
Anglo-American Settlements, are o} 
posed to the French claim as to the 
compulsory registration of  forei; 
-owned land in the proj French 
extension in the French Consulate- 
General, and they are supported by 
their Ministers at Peking.

THE ENGLISH MAIL PAPERS.

‘Tue Shanghai correspondent of the Times 
in his account telegraphed to that journal 
of his interview at Woosung with Kang 
Yit-wei, gave what is really a preliminary 
summary of the long intecview published 
Inter in’ the Hongkong papers. A better 
bird's-eye view of the situation could not 
have been offered to the British public, 
and it contrasts markedly with the charac- 
teristic ind that marks the tele- 
grams from Peking, all of which are tinted 
with the British Legation colouring. The 
correspondent says :— 

In the course of an interview which I had 
with him yesterday, he informed mo that 
ho left Peking on Tuesday in compliance with 
fa secret message from the Emperor warning 
him of his danger and ‘urging him to endea- 
vour to obtain assistance from those interest 
ed in the country’s welfare. He further 
stated that recent events were entirely due 
to the action of the Manchu party, headed 
by the Empress Dowager and the ‘Viceroy 
Yung La, and including all the high Manchit 
officials. ' The latter were displeased at the 
Emporor’s leaning towards the Chineso Re- 
form party, and decided to restore the Dowa- 
gers Regency. | The Dowagors party i bound 

sy understanding with the Russians, 
whereby the latter, in consideration of the 
support of Russian interests, undertake to 
preserve Manchuria as the seat of the dynasty 
and to maintain Manchu rule in China. 

Tn pursuance of this compact the gradual 
substitution of Manchus in all high offices 
and. military commands -began ast year 
under the direction of the Empress Dowager, 
thus creating sources of friction with the 
Emperor, whose dethronement was frequently 
threatened. The present movement is entirely 
Manchu, as opposed to Chinese. The in- 
fiuence of Li Hung-chang is now subordinate 
to that of Yung Lu, and is likely to decrease. 

‘The Emperor's health is excellent, and his 
capacity for work and cagerness for pro- 
gress are remarkable. His Majesty is con- 
vineed, bowever, that it is impossible to 
‘overcome the opposition without the assis- 
tance of Englaud, which endeavoured to 
obtain for his recent progressive measures. 
Kang Yiewei urges that England now has 
an opportunity to intervene aud restore the 
Emperor to the Throne, whereby she would 
earn the gratitude of the Chinese people. 
fe also observes. that unless protection is 
afforded to the victims of the coup @état it 
will be impossible. henceforward for any 
native official to support British interests. 

‘The Times treats the coup d'état 
editorially in its issue of the 20th of Sep- 
tember. It isa very well-written article, 
and the sentence, “There is naturally no 
excitement at Peking over these natural 
developments of the situation,” is ex- 
cellent. But during a reign of terror, 
prudent people take care to ehow as little 


























interest and excitement as possible, - The 
Times says :— 

‘The latest Palace revolution in Peking— 
the third conducted to a successful issue by 
the Dowager Empress, Tm Hsi—is following 
its normal course. No announcement has 
as yot been made that the unfortunate young 
Emperor, Kwang Hoii, has ‘ascended upon 
the Dragon to be a guest on high,” but the 
public mind is not unprepared for the in- 
felligence. His Majesty, it is true, was 
reported to bo in excellent health not’ man; 
days ago, and it was not until after ho had 
set the seal upon the return to power of his 
elderly relative, by performing the totow to 
her this day week, that dangerous symptoms 
suddenly set in. They ‘have progressed 
with the alarming rapidity which is usual 
in such cases, and they threaten to carry 
him off as surely and as mysteriously as 
his Imperial predecessor, Tung Chi. Last 
Monday his condition gave rise to so much 
‘uneasiness that his auot thought it right 
to warn his subjects by edict of his sad state 
and to direct the provincial Governora to 
send all the best physicians to the capital. 
It is generally thought that this precau- 
tion was superfluous. ‘The Emperor, it 
considered, was in any event all but certain 
to die. His demise, our Peking correspon- 
dent yesterday observed, would not now 
affect ‘the situation, as the succession has 
been already provided for. Past expe- 
rience has taught the Empress-Dowagor 
that, when the Son -of Heaven is ill, it 
is desirable to bo prepared for the worst. 
A batch of executions is as indispensable to a 
Palace revolution in the East as a transfer of 

rtfolios to a change of Ministry on tho 

tinent. On Wednesday six members of 
the reform party met their death at Peking 
for the crime of conspiracy against the 
Empress Dowager. Amongst the victims 
were a brother of Kang Yii-wei and a son of 
the Governor of Hupeh. One of them held 
the rank of Censor, while four wore head 
clerks of the Cabinet. Chang Yin-huan, who 
received the honour of knighthood at the 
time of the Jubilee and is suppo 
supporter of British interests, has had an 
exciting experience. He prudently surren- 
dered to the Board _of Punishments when tho 
followers of Kang Yii-wei were arrested. ‘This 
‘seems to have been on Saturday, and opinion 
was then divided as to whethor he would be 
dealt with as a criminal or asa witness. On 
Sunday the report was that he would bo 
beheaded next morning. But on Tuesday an 
edict appeared exonerating him from active 
prticipation io the plot and ordering that 
© should be kept under observation until 
further order. It is thought that if he doos 
not display. an ill-timed ‘lliberality in tho 
matter of bribes he may escape with a light 
punishment. It is worth noting that no 
artictlars of this terrible conspiracy aro 
fortheoming—not eveo in the edict ‘which 
ronounces Kang Yii-wei and his friends to 
the guilty authors of the crime. There is 
naturally no excitement at Peking over thoso 
natural developments. of the situation. 
“Everything is going on as usual,” and, if 
no further bloodshed takes place, Her Majesty 
‘Tzu Hai will doubtless stand amazed at her 
‘own moderation. : 

Later on in the article the Times deals 
with the report that Hsii Yung-i had been 
reappointed to the Tsungli Yamén, and 


says 
‘Et will have been noticed that amongst the 
latest changes has been the restoration of 
Heli Yungi to the place in the Tsungli 
Yamén from which lie was degraded on the 
representation of Sir Nicholas O'Conor for his 
action in negotiating the treaty of 1895, 
whereby China purported to convey to France 
territory which sho had solemly promised us 
that she would never alienate toa third party. 
It is, of course, indispensable that this 
‘appointment should be csncelled without 
delay. ‘The punishment of a Mandarin guilt 
of flagrant and ostentatious bad faith towards 
this country, whether on his own initiat 
or at the instigation of tho representatives 
of France and Russia, must be permanent 
and exemplary. To overlook a deliberato 
‘and outrageous insult at the hands of 
Orientals is invariably accepted by them as a 
token of weakness and lack of courage. They 
misinterpret in others a contemptuous magna- 
nimity of which they are incapable them- 
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‘We have not heard of the British Minister 
taking sny steps in the direction indicated 
by the Times. 

‘The Standard of the 23rd of September 
had an article on the coup @état, in which 
it recommends to the Foreign Office un- 
remitting watchfulness and invincible 
firmness, It is to be feared that the 
Foreign Office will be more inclined to 
take the cue given it by the British Lega- 
tion at Peking, that it is only a family 
quarrel, and that there is no cause for 
either watchfulness or firmness. The 
Standard says :— 


It is prematuro to discuss the ultimate con- 
soquences of the Peking drama, or tragedy, 
if tragedy it be. Its effects are not limited to 
the internal politics of China ‘That Empire is 
nota country whose domestic affairs belong 
to its own Falers and peoples alone. The 
time was when dynastic revolutions or 
conepiracies in Peking could be watched with 
no more than an impersonal interest in 
Enrope and America, But that period be- 
longs to the past... Woe are bound to 
consider how we are aifected by this last new 
shifting of the kaleidoscope within the jealous 
Naalls Behind which the Manchu Dynasty 
strives to rule a quarter of the human race. We 
cannot refrain from asking whether the change 
in internal policy must not also have its bear- 
iug upon the Foreiga relations of the Empii 
‘The question cannot be answered quite satis 
fnctorily. The virtual, if not actual, deposi 
tion of tho Emperor is not an incident that is 
likely to help Lord Salisbury in his efforts to 

ert tho influence of Britain in the Far 
East, and to convert the Tsungli Yamén 
from its subservience to another Government. 
‘The reforming Party, if not exactly British in 
ite sympathies, was obviously disposed to 
treat this country with friendliness and con- 
fidence. Its opponents are avowedly anti- 
British. Li Hung-Chang, who shares, and 
haps inspired, the triumph of the Dowager 
Emprese, was the most determined enemy 
we had in Enstern Asia, and the strongest 
isan of Russia, We shall be 
ised if there is not renewed cause for 
anxiety in those remote regions, which have 
already given so much trouble to o:t Fore 
Ofice.  Unremitting watchfulness and in- 
ble firmness will be more necessary than 
ever in dealing with the new and portentous 
situation created in Peking by the surprisiog 
events of the last few days. 


The Pall Mall Gazette appreciates the 
reactionary intent of the Empress Downger’s 
usurpation, It says on the 29th of Sep- 
tember :—. 

His Imperial Majesty the Emperor of 
China is far from well. We learn, this 
morning, that a decree issued by the Empress- 
Dowager has summoned the native doctors 
from all parts of the Empire to the bedside of 
her nephew, who, as the decree admits, is at 
the point of death. Tt is not unfair to 
assume that by the time the Faculty are 
able to mect-in consulation the illustrious

wuman science, If, in fact, that decree has 
really been issued, the Son of Heaven is 
doomed, and, by ‘this time, has probably 
paid the penalty for his preference for ity 
years of Europe to a cycle of Cathay. Ifa 
man is to be judged by what he means to do 
rather than by what he does, the young 
monarch thus prematurely cut off deserves to 
be remembered as a shining light in the dark- 
ness of Chinese secular ignorance and pre- 
judice. Of him, however, there is nothing 
Tmore of importance to be said, unless it 
should turn out that the stern, strong woman 
‘who holds him in her clutches has deigned to 
show him mercy to the extent of sparing his 
life, and thereby show that she has what 
Stevenson's Highlander calls “some spunks 
of decency” about her. But that is not 
likely. Oriental tradition and practical ex- 
pediency would seem to combine, in this 
case, to forbid the exercise of mercy. Dead 
men tell no tales; dead kings issue no edicts 
and dream no dreams that matter to their 
survivors and successors.

It 
is here that Kang Yu-wei’s di 
importance for England; the rest of his 
revelations chiefly “deal with the under- 
currents of personal intrigues at the Peking 
Court. He asserts in the most emphatic 
manner that a compact exists between the 
imperious lady and the Russian Government, 
by which the Czar binds himself “to pre: 
servo Mancharia, as the seat of he dynasty, 
and to maintain Manchu rule in China.” 
both of these undertakings would be of the 
highest political advantage to Russia, Kang 
Yil-wei's veracity need not be questioned so 
far. Nor is it unlikely that he speaks the 
truth when affirming that the Empress-Dowa- 
ger has pledged herself, ‘in return for these 
favours, to support Russian interests. But 
when the fugitive proceeds to declare that 
England would earn the undying grati- 
tude of the Chineso people by restoriug 
the Emperor to the throne, he probably re- 
ferred to the Progressive party in China. It 
is not the Chinese masses, who are gencrall 
indifferent on tho question, but the officials 
‘whoso gratitude is worth earning and whose 
progressive policy should be vigorously sup- 
ported by us. England must, therefore, trast 
to her own strong arm for the protection of 
her interests, both political and commercial, 
instead of placing dependence on * the 

tude of the Chinese people.” Possibly, the 
fresh naval movements reported from Weibai- 
wei may have some connection with that 
pressing necesity ; tho appearance, of, the 
Yenturion with her six consorts off Taku 
could hardly fail to convince the Empress- 
Dowager that it would be expedient to mo- 
derate her Russopbilism. 

The Globe returns to the subject in a 
leading article on the 30th of September, 
and the latter half of this extract, in which 
our duty is expounded, is particularly to 
be noticed. The Globe says :— 

In the Dowager Empress we ba 
a doubt, avery powerful enemy. ‘There 
‘seems to be no question that for a long time 

ft she has been carefully paving the way 
Rr a “coup daat.” The Viceroys of 
rovinees and others holding high positions 
ave been her nominees, and through them 
she bas maintained a very real hold upon the 
affairs of the Empire. She is an exceedingly 
clever woman, and apparently knows well 
how to gain favour in the eyes of a vei 
considerable portion of her subjects. Of- 
ficialdom will rejoice at her accession to 
power; under her sway the old abuses, 
which ‘have permitted favoured officials to 
grow rich at the cost of stifling the p 
Of the Empire, may be expected to flourish 
with renewed vigour, Li Hung-chang, whose 
issal only the other day was regarded as 
a triumph for British diplomacy, is expected 
to be reinstated very shortly, and, in fact, 
no atone will be left unturned to place affairs 
in a position most. unfavourable to British 
interests. Our plain duty in the circum- 
stances is to support the party which has 
always been friendly to us—the party of 
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rogress, which, headed by the Emperor, 
Eppeals to us for protection. Of course, ib 





would be out of the question to comply liter- 
ally with the Emperor’s appeal. The tine is 
past when the Chinese Empire could be sup- 
ported; it is rotten to the core, and must fall to 
Pieces.” What we have to do is to support the 
party which works in our interest. Should 
we be bao iste to sire £8 Emperor, we must 
support the party of progress. Had there 
been no justifoation for oar doing. so before, 
Kang Yil-wei’s fight to British territory and 
his appeal for British protection would amply 
farnish it now. We have got to do this. or 
else drop out altogether. That is practically 
the situation. But it is altogether out of the 
question that we should at this time of day 
contemplate doing anything of the sort, and 
this being the ease, we have got to throw in 
our lot, heart and soul, with ‘those who only 
need an assurance of our protection to advance 
our interests to the utmost extent of their 
power,

‘The discount 
rate for three mouths’ paper has therefore 
dropped back to 22 pee ebat, and there is 
certainly less anxiety about the future, A 
favourable bank statement at New York com- 
bined with further anticipation of interest 
payments by the Government has eased that 
money market, and of course the exceptional- 
ly high trading balanco in favour of the 
States is being reduced by larger importa- 
tions from Europe. Continental demands 
are not governed by the same conditions, and 
there a good deal depends upon tho action of 
the Imperial Bank of Germany. But we seo

It must not be concluded that the French 
Government is out of its troubles because it 
hhas had the courage to send the Dreyfus 
dossier to the Cour de Caxsation. It was an 
act of great courage, which we in this country 
are scarcely able to appraise at its true value, 

MM. Brisson and those who sided with him 
in the Cabinot struggle had to go against the 
Napoleonic legend which has made the French 
army a fetish to the nation throughout this 
century. A more dangerous and liberty.des- 
troying fetish no country ever worshipped. 
It has led France to many a disaster, and 
more than once overthrown civil liberty and 
dashed Republican institutions to the ground. 
Yet the French people have clung to it with 
a passionate ardour which has become all the 
more intense and unreasoning because around 
the army have gathered the hopes and 
dreams of revenge and the recovery of the 
Tost. provinces. It is almost imposeible for 
Englishmen to realise with what jealousy and 
wrath the average Frenchman regards any 
attempt to cast a slur upon the status and 
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character of this army. He has been accus- 
tomed irom his youth up to hear it talked 
about and tousted on all occasions iu language 
of the most exaggerated eulogy. The words 
“honour of the army,” “glory of the army,” 
and so forth, have been on all men’s lips. “To 
admit that the chiefs of this army have been 
a pack of cowardly suborners of false testi- 
mony, tho boon companions of loathsome 
spies and forgors, the perpetrators of deeds of 
ernelty and iujustice worthy of the days of 
Louis XI or Charles IX, is to have to sur- 
render one of the most cherished embodiments 
of the national life, to stain and blacken the 
‘one great institution in which the nation has 
prided itself. This is the deed that. the 
French Prime Minister, amid opposition from 
high and low of a strengh we cannot measure, 
has decided to do in tho interests of justice 
and truth, in the best interests of that army 
itself; and whatever may be the final result 
of the step taken last Monday, M. Brisson 
must henceforth be regarded as one of the 
truest Republicans and most honest men 
Franco has had to guide her affairs since the 
third Republic was founded ;a noble contrast 
to M. Cassimir-Périer, who saw the gulf of 
infamy open before him, and straightway 
fled from his post.

the bottom of things. Nobody knows whe- 
ther the Emperor is alive or dead. It is 
imposible to say what may be the ultimate 
policy of tho Empress-Dowager, but she is 
certainly very much in evidence, and is 
clearly determined on being mistress at 
Poking. But whether sho has been inetigat- 
‘ed by Russia in her revolutionary proceed- 
ings, or is consumed by hatred of Great 
Britain, no one can yat do more than guess. 
When ‘Regent of the Empiro before she 
showed no illwill to this country ; on the 
country, was rather favourable to it. Why 
should wo conclude now that all at once sho 
has turned round? Possibly Li Hung-chang 
has some influence with her; but there is 
nothing to indicate tuat she has become, or 
means to become, subservient to him. The 
Eiperor was nct a strong ruler; he sent 
forth his reforming edicts with moro zeal 
than discretion. It is probable he had no 
clear notion of how they, should be earried 
out, and thus gave the Empress the oppor- 
tunity to come forward as the representative 
of conservative China, and check the spread 
of these now-fangled notions.

joing further at present, We may take it 
That Sir Claude Macdonald is keeping a close 
observation upon the course of events at 
Peking; but it is to be hoped he will be 
slow to act, unless the Empress adopts a 
policy that makes prompt interference neces- 
Eary., Upto the present she has kept strictly, 
Within her rights as the recogoised Chinese 
sovereign. It may be hard upon the pro- 
gressive reformers, many may suffer de- 

‘dation and worse who do not deserve it, 
Bat that gives no justification for tho active 
interference of England or any other Power. 
We can but wateh and wait, and keep as cool 
as possible. If only the news agencies and 
gossips could be silenced fora day or two, 
Except when they have real facts to record, 
two should be all the better fort.

ANOTHER GREAT FIRE 
broke out about one o'clock this morning, 
which destroyed some 400 houses, leaving 
upwards of 2,000 people homeless, For 
several nights we had been fire-free, and 
the people were beginning to recover their 
confidence again when, as if to make up for 
lost time, we had this big blaze. The houses 
in question were of the poorest class— 
‘bamboo and; mat erections maiuly—built 
on the top, and at the foot of the city 
wall, immediately behiod the Concession. 
Indeed, the area iu question is within the 
limits of the recent Concession extension. 
There can be no doubt the cause was in- 
cendiarism. Your correspondent was on 
the spot immediately after the alarm was 
iven, and distinctly saw the flames 
ursting out at three widely separated 
points at the same time, 
possible that three fires could have taken 
place by accident in the same district 
simultaneously. From the flimsy and inflam- 
mable character of the buildings about av 
hour was sufficient to destroy the whole. 
Fortunately there is a wide creek here be- 
tween the wall and the Concession, and this, 
in the absence of wind, prevented the fire 
from spreading in our direction. It was 
very sad to see the poor people, many of 
whom had been victims of the previous 
| fire, rushing into the blazing houses in a 
eless effort to save some of their little 
belongings, while the mothers and children 
crouched on the ground wailing to the 
accompaniment of the shrieks of half- 
roasted pigs. They were badly off enough 
before aud now they are entirely destitute. 
It were a Christian deed to try and relieve 
them, but the magnitude of these calamities 
is simply paralysing.

A BOLD ROBBERY. 
While the Rev. W. F. Jenkin was return- 
ing from an outstation last week, he was 
robbed near a market town called ‘Teaohsi, 
bout fourteen miles north of Hsiichien. The 
circumstances were favourable for a robbery. 
‘The morning was foggy, Mr. J. was on a 
wheelbarrow unarmed “and unattended, 
except by one servant and two barrow-men. 
The attacking party were sitting by .the 
road, and Mr, Jenkin, little dreaming of an 
attack at 7 o'clock in the morning ant 
outskirts of a large town did not scrutinise 
his assailants; bat seeing their guns took 
them for a detachment of the local guards, 
and politely asked them the road to Teaohsi, 
One man then came up to him and asked the 
way to his destination, and from whence he 
hind come, and carclessty putjhis hand on Mr. 
Jenkin’s sleeve, while his companions began 
to take the goods! off the barrows, ‘The 
barrow-men were dazed. ‘istance was 
useless, Mr. Jenkin’s hands were kept up 
while his pockets were torn off from the 
inside, They could find no way into those 
foreign pockets in their hurry. First his 
Chinese vest wastaken off, then his long robe, 
I need not specify further, but it is sufficient 
tosay thatalthough theday was warm wewere 
surprised to see him coming through the 
town in the light clothes he wore home. 
Fortunately superstitious fears kept the 
robbers from taking his umbrella and hat, 
Joss was considerable: watch, satchels, 
money, blankets, etc. 
‘THE OFFICIALS 
took the matter up promptly and asked that 
we retrain from referring the matter to tho 
higher authorities, So far their efforts have 
been fruitless. a 
‘Your correspondent has repeatedly given 
accounts of the lawlessness of this part of 
the country. The other night. 
FOUR ROBBERIES 
occurred within a few miles of us. The 
robbers belonged to at least three different 
parties. ‘The darkness finds everybody 
priming up their guns, ‘The firing is heard 
everywhere; when the moon poss ‘down the 
firing of the watchers, the robbers, and the 
robbed sounds like a large city when the 
boys have been turned loose for a holiday ; 
‘and dawn brings word to thecampsand to the 
yaméns that Wang’s animals are gone, that 
Chang’s grain isstolen, that A’s big front door 
is taken away, that B. ete, are wounded by 
robbers, and G. is killed, ‘Really this is no 
fancy story. Ifyour readers were up here 
dark night they might imagine that the 
Spanish and the Insurgents were having ‘a 
nightly exchange of greetings. 

While preparing to send this to the post 
office the servant aunounced a secretary from 
the We were much pleased to sce 
Mr. Jenkin’s watch and a familiar garment 
orso. A man named Li had been traced 
by aspy and arrested to-day after:a little 
fighting, just one week after the fray. 
‘This arrest and the just penalty will make 
the country safer for all good citizens and 
travellers.

THE RIOT ON THE RAILWAY. 

Lively times again in Peking. A riot, 
that has had serious consequences, inasmuch 
as it has stopped all work on the famous 
much-talked-about, much-written-about, 
yes, even much-telegraphed-about, Lu-Han 
railway, has taken place. Last Sunday 
afteruoon Mr. . Cox, Engineer-in-Charge, 
residing at Féngtai, 18 & from Peking, in 
company with Mr. Campbell of the British 
Legation and Major Radcliffe, English 
Army, went on a trolley car to Lukou 
Bridge to inspect the railroad bridge nearly 
‘completed over the Hunho. 

‘Dpon arriving at the bridge they found 
about thirty soldiers, Kansu men of General 
‘Tung Fu-hsiang’s command, parading back 
and forth at pleasure over the ridge. When 
they saw the foreign party they still re- 
mained on the bridge and would not leave 
when requested, breaking out instead into 
abusive language in which the customary 
« Yangkueitze” played 2 prominent part. 
An otfcer arriving, Mr. Campbell persuaded 
him to order the men away although he 

rotested they were not under his command. 
who party then crossed the bridge and in- 
spected the work. On their return the mob 
of soldiers had pevawnes ie [snced in 
their hands which they promptly began to 
tre, Mr. Cox and Qapt, Norregaat, the en- 
neers, were Severely cut about the face and 
‘ead, the Captain having an artery cut in 
his forehead which bled profusely. Fearing 
their lives were in danger Captain Norre- 
aard drew a small revolver aud fired two 
Shots at the soldiers, upon which they fled, 
taking their wounded with them. The 
marty then proceeded to Capt. Norregaard’s 
Flouse and taking Mrs, Norregaard and her 

ith them retreated on the trolley to 
Fe where the assistant surgeon in the 
railroad hospital tied the artery in Capt. 
Norregaard’s forehead and dressed the cuts 
‘and bruises for both men. Mr. Cox at once 
issued orders calling in all the engineers 
and stopping all work on the Lu-Hau route. 

‘The soldiers in the meantime having 
their blood up attacked the house of Mr. 
Dunstan, English engine-driver, west of the 
bridge and looted it, Dunstan escaping 
safely in an engine to Féngtai. ‘Then these 
inhuman wretches fired a volley into the 
native employees’ quarters, instautly killing 
‘one poor coolio and wounding others. 
‘Then, after cutting the telegraph wires to 
Paotingtu, they retired to their quarters. 
Tn the meantime Mr. Campbell returned to 
the British Legation and laid a statement 
of the affair, sigued by all the foreiga 
articipanta, before Sir Claude Macdonald. 

Claude at once called a meeting of the 
Diplomatic Corps, which took place on 
‘Puesday morning at ten o'clock. A re- 
monstrance was sent in to the Tsungli 
‘Yamén sgainst the mobilisation of these 
rowdy troops in or near Peking, and the 
‘Yamén promised to give atténtion to the 
matter but up to this writing no definite 
answer has been received. Sir Claude bas 
alo taken some independent action with 
reference te the three Englishmen involved. 
‘The Chinese are quite frightened as to the 
effect this riot will have,so the Empress 
Dowager commissioned ELE. Hu Yii-fen, 
Governor of Peking, to proceed at once to 
Lukou Bridge, examine the reported 
wounded soldiers, as well as;question the 
Witnesses of the affair, and promptly 
report to Jung Lu the result. Hu Tayén at 
once secured’ the services of Dr. Robert 
Coltman as a surgeon to examine the men 
claimed to have been shot by Captain Nor- 
regaard, and proceeded{by special train to 
‘Lukou Bridge. 

‘THE SCENE, 

‘Here he was met by two red button 
Generals named Wang and Sun, and a regi- 
ment of Kansu cavalry. HE. Hu left the 
train and proceeded om‘ foot to the spot at 
the bridge where’ the -riot took-place, and

calling the two bridge watchmen who 
were witnesses to the assault, questioned 
them closely as to every incident connected 
with it. These two watchmen fearlessly 
told their story in spite of the presence of 
several hundred soldiers from the cam 
and idlers who had been attracted by the 
special train, and the dozen or two of 
silk-robed mandarins who accompanied His 
Excellency Hu. 

‘Their story corroborated exactly the story 
told by the English party. ELE. Hu then 
adjourned to the village near by and seated 
himself at the only inn available“ and 
ordered the three Generals in command 
of the regiments thereabouts to appear 
before him. In about twenty minutes they 
arrived. Each had a red button on his hat 
and s peacock feather. One was named 
Wang, another Ho, and the third Chang. 
‘These’ men were haughty in the extreme 
and only slightly bent the knee to His 
Excellency Hu and were not at all fright- 
ened when he announced he was specially 
sent by the Empress Dowager to report on 
the riot, One of them boldly spoke up aud 
said Prince Ching had already sent a man, 
who had examined the wounded soldiers an 
would report to-the Princo direct, H.E. 
Ha told he did not care who else had 
seen the men—he had come by orders of the 
Empress Dowager to see them himself and 
he must do so. 

General Wang replied that the men were 
too seriously injured to be moved. H.) 
‘Hu said that they were to be brought, no 
matter in what condition, upon stretchers, 
and at once. 

General Wang then called out loudly to 
his attendants ia the court-yard: “ Bring 
the wounded men on stretchers!” Then 
there was a deep murmur outside and then 
a voice sang out in reply: “Can’t be done— 
the men would die.” General Wang looked 
at Hu who calmly replied “Bring them 






anyhow.” General Wang then shouted out |

in ‘a ferocious tone: “ Bring 
them, what are you afraid of, there are no 
Kang Yii-weis here!” ‘Then the conversa- 
tion was taken up between Hu and the 
haughty Mahomedan Generals on riots in 
eneral. HE. Hu explained to them that 
fais railway was Chinese property, was run 
in the interests of China, and it was the 
duty of China’s Generals and China’s sol- 
diers to protect its employees and assist 
rather than deter them. He was inter- 
rupted by a violent denial ffom one of the 
Generals, who insisted that railways far 
from being a benefit to. the country bad 
been a curse to it. That the price of rice 
had risen Freatly since railways had been 
inaugurated and continued to remain high, 
and that much misery and famine had been 
the result, Moreover, nany more foreigners 
had come and would come, even foreign sol- 
diers, as he was well aware that in the last 
montl foreign Legations had each 
but he smiled grimly at 
his colleagues and remarked : “ Chéh-chi-ko- 
pweohung-ypng” (these few can be of no 
service), or in other words, “we can make 
short work of them if it suits us.” HE. 
Hu was quite taken aback at this furi 
onslaught of anti-railway talk as he him- 
self isan ardent advocate of the immense 
importance to the State of everywhere 
reaching railroads, 

jis heated discussion was interrupted 
by the entrance into the court-yard of two 
stretchers borne by six men each. 

Dr. Coltman carefully examined the first 
he was not shot at all, 
had a slight scratch on his back and 
had the appearance of having been choked 
rather-severely, 05 his neck was swollen 
and somewhat discoloured. If the scratch 
on his back had been cansed by a 
bullet it had not entered his body. 
On examining number two he stated 
that he had been shot in the shoulder by a 




















small calibre pistol, that the bullet had 

mnetrated the muscles of the shoulder and 
lodged under the pectoral muscle of the 
chest, and that either man could have walked 
in easily and need not have been carried, 





Farther that neither had any constitutional 
disturbance and that a few days would suffice 
to make them well. He advised sending 
them to the railroad hospital at F8ngtai, 
which was done. The Director-General Hu 
and the doctor then returned to Peking, 
upon reaching which H.E. Hu made haste 
to report to Jung Lu, What will be dono 
remains to beseen. Certain it is if these 
Kansu men and their intensely anti-progres- 
sive Generals are allowed to go into the 
Hunting Park, as intended, to the number 
of twelve thousand, the guards now at the 
Legations here might as well be withdrawa, 
for all the use they would be in case of 
emergency. As the General remarked they 
are purchig-yung.

THE NEW CHURCH. : 
The new Union Church was opened for 
Divine Worship on Sunday, the 23rd. Both 
the morning and evening sermons were 
preached by the Rev. ©. Inwood, who, as a 
Delegate of the Keswick Convention, is 
visiting most of the ports and important 
mission stations in China, Each sermon was 
an earnest and practical presentation of an 
important truth, forcefully illustrated and 
rested upon Se coemaen aS pet 
ers, upon the passages “God is love” 
and “I will trust, and not be afraid.” The 
cost of the building as it came into the 
hands of the Trustees from the Building 
Committee was something over Tis. 6,200, 
which includes a debt slightly exceeding 
‘Tis, 1,500; this was reduced to about 
Tis. 1,000 on the day of opening. For this 
um the Trustees stand responsible, but it is 
jeved it can be cleared off in the course 
a few months, Hitherto the ie it of the 
Union Church ‘has been supplied by the 
‘Missionaries. Now that it has again secured 
‘a permanent home, its one great need is a 
Pastor who can devote all his time and 
attention to its growth and development. 
ANTI-FOREIGN TENDENCIES IN PEKING, 
A few weeks agp foreigners were attacked 
on the streets in Peking, It was the natural 
result of the doings of the Empress 
Dowager, her anti-reform actions beinj 
interpreted as anti-foreign as well. It coul 
‘not appear otherwise to the general Chinese 
observer, especially if he bad anti-foreign 
roclivities, The representatives Foreiga 
owers treated this outbreak of antipathy 
against the foreigner as a matter of little 
importance, very much as they looked 
upon the usurpation and the murdering a3 
of little sigaificance—only the outcome of 
a familyequarrel, and devoid of wide or 
far-reaching influence: whereas the very 
reverse was the fact, as recent events fully 
demonstrate, The collection of a large body 
of troops in and about the Capital, taken in 
connection with the edicts of the Empress 
Dowager, could only deepen the impression 
that was already abroad, that the foreigner 
was the objective. And now we learn that 
only two days ago, two railway engineers 
and a gentleman from the British Legation 
were attacked by some soldiers at Gukou 
Bridge, west of Peking, and considerably in- 
jured. "As they were inspecting the bridge 
the soldiers got into their way, and when 
asked to retire and not place themselves im 
a way to interfere with the object for which 
the bridge was being visited, they did 
slowly and reluctantly: but only, as appear- 
ed the pale had inspect 1e 
other end of the bridge aud returned, 
to come back with stones up their 
sleeves and reoccupy their first position. 
After an attempt to capture one man 
whose stone was visible, and a tussle 
in which the gentlemen ‘held their own 
amid flying stones, though somewhat cut 
and bruised, the soldiers went for their 
guns and the foreign gentlemen took to 
their trolley and escaped :without further 
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trouble, The matter was at once brought 
to the notice of the Railway authorities 
—to little purpose apparently—as they 
desired the men to return to their work 
and they will look after the soldiers: it 
has also been laid before the British 
‘Minister, and information is to hand that 
all the Ministers are taking uP the matter 
vigorously. In consequence of this, all the 
foreign employees on the road have left and 
refuse to return till the case is properly 
dealt with, and a very, large number of 
native employees have also left. Two 
incidents indicate the animus of this affair: 
one,fan engine was sent down the line soon 
after on duty, but on approaching the 








bridge, the soldiers to the number of about | P' 


five hundred were there fully armed, 
and it was thought best by the driver to 
return, whereupon two native workmen 
were shot, one fatally. Several others 
yfere besten, simply. becauso they were 
“following the foreigner” and wearing 
garments “short-sleeved” and otherwise 
adapted to their work. The other is 
possibly more significant: it has now become 
known that the commander of these tr 
not only did not attempt to restrain them 
bat intimated that they were at liberty 
to go about as they pleased on the 
Railway. This will also be reported to the 
British Minister, and it is to be hoped that 
all the foreigntrepresentatives in Pek 
will join in demanding prompt and in 
every way satisfactory action in this matter. 
Unless this is done other outrages against 
foreigners are sure to occur as the result 
of what bas gone before. For the inaction 
of the foreign Powers means to the soldiers 
and the rowdies, that the Empress Dowager 
has gained the ascendency over them as 
she has over the Emperor, and in the light 
of her other doings and edicts, the brief 
references to protecting foreigners have no 
significance—are only ‘a blind to the for- 
ner while they can do their own pleasure. 
Prompt action at the right moment might 
have kept the Emperor on his thron 
saved the lives of the six men who w: 
murdered in cold blood, aud previ sted the 
other outrages which have siuce followed. 
Even now further outrages may be prevented 
if it be the will of the foreign representa 
tives, And as a further security, and for 
the integrity of the empire, now seriously 
threatened by rebellion in different quar- 
ters, why should not they reinstate the 

fOr, and, us long as is necessary, procure 
his safety on the throne? All of which is 
clearly within their right as against an 
unprincipled, revengetul usurper, and for 
the, promotion of pence and prosperity 
wall.

NAVAL PREPARATIONS. 

For a few days past naval officers and 
men have been in a state of excitement over 
the threatened outbreak of war between 
England and France in connection with the 
Fashoda affuir. Every preparation has been 
made for such a contingency, though it is 
certain that such a war would’ be deprecs 
ed by all the sensible people of both 
countries. It seems now that the cky is 
clesring up a bit and that there is a 
promise of the matter being settled by 
the diplomatists. France could not do 
much against the British squadron in these 
waters, but as usual Russia is the uncertain 
quantity. Unless it auswered her own 
ends, however, it is not likely she would 
iuterfere in this matter, 








‘THE CHINESE COMMISSIONER. 
The Chinese training ship Fuchi is once 
more in the harbour. She has been back 
about ten days. So far Captain Liu 
seems not to have been involved in the 
“reiga of terror.” Nominally, I. suppose, 
he js still the Chinese Commissioner for 
Weibaiwei. 
FOREIGN VISITORS. ~ 
On the 25th inst. the Italian cruiser 
Marco Polo steamed into the bay. She 
saluted the British flag and was replied to 
formally by the flagship Centurion. This is 
the second warship of a Western Power that 
has visited the place since the English occu- 
ion ; the other one was the Deutchsland, 
with Prince Henry on board. Japanese gun- 
boats also have been here on two or three 
‘occasions.

AN ACCIDENT. 

Last Saturday, while a large wooden 
derrick was being erected on the coal field 
recently purchased by Messrs. Carlowitz of 
Shanghai, 299 & south of this city, the 
structure fell and injured one foreigner—a 
German—and eight Chinese workmen. 
Fortunately no one was killed outright 
though several had legs broken and 
sustained cuts and contusions. Surgical 
aid was sought and obtained from the 
mission hospital here. Fortunately the 
Shautung Conference was in session aud 
several foreign physiciaus were in atten- 
dance. Six of the injured Chinese are now 
being treated at the hospital here. It is to 
be hoped that the accident may not prevent 
the completion of the experiment that ix 
being made, The purpose of the derrick is 
to make a deep boring to ascertain if there 
are lower coal measures under the land. 
‘The surface coal is abundant, but very soft 
and not the most suitable for use under 
boilers. There is n ftir prospect of obtain- 
ing a harder coal underneath. 


FAMINE RELIEF. 

‘The native authorities are moving in the 
matter of affording relief to the sufferers in 
the flooded district. Few seem to realise 
that this is the most widespread and dis- 
astrous flood since tho Yellow River returned 
to Shantung some-forty years ago. It is 
question whether the great crevasse on the 
south side can be closed. It is said to be 
twenty Gi (6 miles) wide and ‘the whole 
volume of the river is issuing further. 
North-east of the break there is practically 
no water in the old channel. A rich family 
of this city has just made a large contribu- 
tion to the relief fund. In an adjoining 
county a special tax has been imposed 
upon the land for the same purpose. These 
gifts and levies will- be inadequate to meet 
the demand for relief before the winter is 
over. A peculiarity of this year’s flood is 
that it has submerged mang districts hither- 
to'exempt from inundation, Thus many 
otherwise prosperous villages are devasted 
and rich as well as poor are suffering.

The P. & O.steamer Ceylon, which arrived 
here ftom England on the 26th inst., had on 
boned a draft of 140 Royal Marines, in- 
tended to form part of the garrison of 
Weilaiwei. ‘They will, be disombarked at 
your port, and go on by another steamer to 
their destination. ‘This is not a very larze 
force. Apparently the War Otfice contem- 
plates raising a regiment of native troops for 
the purpose. If they do, it will, I fear, prove 
bad economy in the long run. 

RIOT AT SHAMEEN. 

‘As an instance of the turbulence of the 
Canton mob, the nascent riot which occur- 
red at Shameen on the evening.of the 27th 
inst. is worthy of note. Tt seems that a 
joss-bont had moored just off Canal Road, on 
the French Concession, and the police had 
ordered it away. ‘The boat-people waxed 
insolent and refused to budge, an alterca- 
tion arose in which the bystanders took 
part, a mob assembled, and soon they began 
fo stone the police. “The French Consul 
tured out the police on the French Con- 
cession and the volunteers rolled up with 
thelrgans and, having got nto position, were 
about to fire, when the mandarin in cbarge 
of the Shameen guard begged that he might 
te allowed to put down the riot and asked 
that they would not fire. He then set his 
soldiers to work, and they succeeded in 
Aispersing the rioters and effecting some 
arrests, when tranguility was restored. 


DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT CANTON. 

‘The attention of the mob who threatened 
the peace of Shameon was diverted by the 
outbreak of a fire near the Temple of the 
Fire Hundred Genii, which soon assumed 
alarming proportions’ and raged all night, 
It bamed itself out about 6 a.m.on the 27th 
inst, but not until upward of two hundred 
houses had been destroyed and ten or a 
dozen persons had lost their lives. It was 
at first believed that the fire was the w« 
of incendiaries, but it seems to have ori 
nated in a matshed used for fan-tan. A 
fight took place amongst the gamblers, in 
the course of which a lamp was overturned, 
and the flimsy structure was instantly a mass 
of flames, and a strong wind soon spread the 
conflagration. :

discuss the probability of » break-up of the 
Chinese Empire and a division of the spoils 
between the Powers which have mapped 
out their spheres of influence. 

CRETE, THE SOUDAN, AND THE WEST 

INDIES. 

As to the numerous other foreign ques- 
tions which are still agitating us, the news 
from Crete is happily of a reassuring nature. 
A firm attitwle on the part of Great 
Britain has achieved some good results. 
Germany nd Austria have, it is truo, 
refused to asiocinte themselves with out 
scheme for the settlement of the Cretan 
question ; but they have given the most 
solemn promise not to support. the Sultan 
in opposing the scheme. ‘Thr Sultan find- 
ing dilatory tactics of no avail, has consent- 
ed to the disarmament of the Mussulmans 
and the surrender of the ringleaders of 
the assassins who fired on and killed our 
bluejackets and massacred the native 
Christians. It seems likely tht this 
outbreak will have one good effe 
will put an end to the vacillation of the 
Powers, and ensure the pretty speedy 
adoption of a settled scheme for the 
government of the island. 

From the Soudan we have bad no 
further news. Returning’ correspondents 
and ‘officers have brought us_ fuller 
details of the overthrow of the Khalifa 
at Omdurman, but we are still with- 
definite imformation as to who 
are the whites at Fashoda, and as to 
what steps Sir Herbert Kitchener_has 

‘The warfare between Eng- 
Tish and French newspapers as to the 
rights of the two countries and Ezypt on 
the Upper Nile still continues ; but until 
we know for certain whether Maj r Mar- 
chand is really at Fashoda or not tho 
discussion is somewhat futile. 

In reyard to the terrible hurricane which 
has visited the Barbadoes and the Wind wad 
Islands, steps have already been taken for 
the relief of the sufferers. The tord 
Mayor has »pened a Mansion House Fund, 
and in thre- «- four daysasum of £11,000 
has been collected; the Queen and many 
members of the Royal Family being among 
the contributors. 
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The Darlington election has resulted in 
the return of the Unionist candidate by a 
slightly iuereased majority ; but although 





the enthusiasm aroused by Sir Herbert 
Kitchener's victory has doubtless revived 
the waning popularity of Lord Salisbury’s 
Government 10 some extent, it would be 
unsafe to draw any decided deduction from 
this contest. The influence wf the Pease 
family is strong at Darlington, Mr. Arthur 
Pease, whose death caused the election, 
was very popular there ; and.it was his son 
ho fought for and won the vacant seat. 
jen there were « good many side issues 
imported into the c'nflict, including the 
ritual question ; and although it is impos- 
ible to estimate what part each of thesa 
issues played, their combined result must 
have been considerable. ‘The announce- 
that a Redistribution Bill is to he 
introduced next season, though unofiicial 
and probably incorrect, has created a good 
deal of discussion. ‘There is a general 
consensus of «pinion that the House of 
mons as at present constituted is un- 
wieldy, and that it would be a ood thing 
to reduce its numbers from the existing 670 
to, say, 600. This could easily he effveted 
by abolishing some of the stualler parlin- 
mentary boroughs and somewhat altering 
the boundaries of the county divisions. 
IRELAND, 


‘The proposal to reduce the number of 
members from Ireland has not at presont 
aroused any particular ferment in that 
country. Indeed Ireland was never so free 
from political excitement as it is at the 
present moment, ‘There is practically no 
interest in Home Rule, and even the 
question of the over-taxution of Troland 
lias ceased to excite enthusiasm. A re- 
markable proof of this decay of interest in 

wlities is to be found in the death of 

rnited Ireland. A very fevr years ayo it wax 
the most powerful Nationalist organ in the 
country. Iss office was made the battle- 
ground of some of the most exciting fights 
between Parnellites and Anti-Parnellites, 
It had undoubtedly at one time by far the 
largest circulation of all the Trish news- 
papers. And now it has simple fizzled 
out from lack of support. It had latterly 
been the organ of Mr.'T. Harrington, M.P., 
who used it to further his futile’ efforts 
to bring about a fusion of the various 
sections of the Home Rulo party in 
Ireland.

‘The Daily Chronicle bus concluded the 
sittings of its Court of Enquiry into the 
bona fides vf M. de Rougemont, and 
has returned a verdict of “not proven.” 
‘The effect, of course, lias been to give 
a splendid advertisement to the nd- 
veuturer, who has just announced a series 
of lectures on his inareellous experiences. 
But although. the sittings of the Court 
in. the Chronicle office are over, the 
columns ‘of that journal are still filled 
with correspondence on the subject; and 
it must be confessed that the result has 
been to cast very serious doubt on imuch 
f the traveller's story. It is, of course, 
difficult to prove a negative; but it is 
remarkable that no corroboration has como 
where corroboration might reasonably be 
expected. =~ 

THE THEATRES, 

There have been twvo interesting revivals 
and one notable production at the London 
theatres this week. The revivals are The 
Sorcerer at the Savoy and Macbeth at the 
Lyceum, and the now production—new at 
least_so far_as London is concerned—i3 
The Elder Miss Blossom, in which Mr. and 
Mrs. Kendal make their reappearance 
after a long absence from the metropolis. 
This play, which is the work of Messrs. 
Ernest Hendrie and Metcalfe Wood, is a 
very pretty and dramatic love story, in 
which Madge Robertson acts with all’ her 
old charm and power. The Sorcerer, the first 
of the Gilbert and Sullivan operas except 
the trifle Trial by Jury, which is now 
revived with iF. yocs on as merrily as ever 
and proves that the Gilbertian humour is 












































not the least bit out of date in London. 
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As to the “Macbeth” of Mr. Forbes 
Robertson, it is generally pronounced to 
be picturesque and intellectually satisfac- 
tory, but iacking in the thrill of genius ; 
while Mrs. Patrick Campbell’s “Lady 
Macbeth” is distinctly disappointing.

‘THE COUP D'ETAT IN CHINA. 

Wo are still far from understanding the 
real megning of the deposition of the Em- 
peror of China, and the return of the 
Empress Dowager to power, and even the 
details of the occurrence which reach us by 
telegraph are somewhat contradictory and 
confused. The Peking correspondent of 
the Times, on whom we have been in the 
habit of relying for trustworthy news of 
what goes on in the Chinese capital, seems 
to have had his sources of information 
closed to him during this rumpus, and he 
is able to tell us little if anything more 
than the other Peking correspondents : 
and unfortunately, the impression has 
grown up here that most of the news 
which reaches us from Shanghai must be 
taken with a good many grains of salt. 
‘There is, however, much less disposition 
than there was at first to attribute all this 
trouble to the machinations of Russi: 
On the other hand, the conviction is grow- 
ing that this upheaval will lead at an early 
date toa much more active interest being 
taken by the great Powers of Europe in 
their respective spheres of influence. ** We 
still hope,” remarks the T'estminster Ga- 
calte to-day, ‘that the unconfirmed state- 
ment of a ‘deal’ between Russia and 
Great Britain may yet prove to be true.” 
I was able to give your readers early in- 
formation—as carly, that is, as the mail 
would allow me—of the fact that these nego- 
tiations were in progress; and my news has 
since been confirmed by the recent an- 
nouncement with regard to the Newchwang 
Railway. But all f can learn about the 
subsequent negotiations is that they have 
been proceeding amicably, Doubtless they 
are based on a mutual recognition of the 
rights of Russia in Manchuris, and of 
Great Britain in the Yangtze Valley. 

PORTUGUESE AFRICA. 

Of no less importance to this country are 
the negotiations which havo been in pro- 
gress with Germany and Portugal in regard 
to tho Intter country’s possessions in 
Africa. The first news of these negotia- 
tions appeared, singularly enough, in the 
Western Mail of Cardiff some few weeks 
ago, and was received with scoffing incre- 
dulity by the London Press. ‘The informa- 
tion which it conveyed was certainly not 
correct, but it contained a far larger basis 
of fact’ than the Mail was generally given 
credit for, ‘The truo facts have just been 
announced by ‘Diplomaticus” in the 
Fortnightly Review. I have learnt in con- 
fidence from the writer who uses this 
pseudonym the sources of his information ; 
and I know that hie announcement may 
bo absolutely and implicitly relied upon. 
His statement comes to this—that England 
and Germany have come to a complete 
understanding, by which, when the time 
comes, they will take over from Portuzal 
for a monetary consideration the whole 
‘of Portugal's possessions in Africa. De- 
Iagoa Bay will of course come to us, 
and the Northern part of Portuguese 
East Africa will go to Germany; but 
ax to how the immense territory in 
Western Africa and Portuguese Guines 
will be divided there is at present no 
information to be obtained, and this is 
not an ement for the distant future. 
Portugal is in serious financial embarrass- 
ment, and her African possessions are a 
constant heavy source of expense to her, 
‘There is good reason, therefore, to believe 
that the arrangement will be carried out at 
no very distant date. 

FASHODA AND MAJOR MARCHAND. 

‘The Government are extremely reticent 
on the subject of the Sirdar’s doings at 











Fashoda. The first news of his arrival there 
‘came in the form of a telegram addressed 
by Sir Herbert Kitchener to the Lord 
Mayor of London, acknowledging the City’s 
congratulations on his victory at Omdar- 
man, In this telegram Sir Herbert quite 
casually referred to the fact that he had 
just returned from Fashoda after establish- 
ing a garrison there and on the Sobat 
River. Since then it has transpired that 
the Sirdar found Major Marchand there 
and requested him to haul down the 
French flag as he was on Egyptian soil; 
that Marchard declined to do this until he 
had obtained instructions from Paris, and 
that thereupon Sir Herbert hoisted the 
British and Egyptian flags, but left the 
French flag flying. According to another 
account it was only the Ezyptian flag 
which the Sirdar hoisted, but all agree 
that he and Marchand ‘dined amicably 
together and left it to the British and 
French Governments to fight the matter 
out by diplomacy. ‘The French are jubi- 
lant over Marchand’s feat, and all the 
newspapers agree that he has established 
for France a foothold which will enable 
her to interfere with some effect in Egyp- 
tian affairs. On the other hand, all parties 
in this country are united in urging upon 
Lord Salisbury that there must be no sur- 
render of British interests in Egypt and the 
Soudan. One thing is certain, that while 
Marchand is entitled to the highest credit 
for his pluck, it was only the Sirdar’s rapid 
advance on Omdurman which saved the 
Freuch explorer and his party from exter- 
mination at the hands of the Dervishes or 
from flight. 
MAJOR ESTERMAZY IN LONDON. 

‘The presence of Major Esterhazy in 
London, and the fact uf his escape from 
Paris in disguise, aro now admitted, and 
although he loudly denies the accuracy of 
the statement that he has confessed to 
having forged tho famous Droyfus bor- 
dereau, his denial is couched in such terms 
as to convince all reasonable persons that 
he did make the confession. ‘The man is 
such an unmitigated linr that even when he 
confesses toa dastardly crime one cannot be 
certain that he is telling the truth. The 
story of his “confession, as told in tho 
Observer on Sunday week, was written by 
Mr. Strong, the Paris Correspondent of 
the Pall Mall Gazetle and Observer, who 
was until recently au intimate 
Esterhuzy and a professed beli 
honour and honesty ; and it was confi 
in last Sunday's Olsercer by Mrs. 
who gave a full account of an interview 
which she had with Esterhazy in the 
presence of a witness. Mrs. Beer, the 
*«Directress” of the Observer and Editress 
of the Sunday Times, is a daughter of 
the house of Sassoon, and therefore a 
Jowess by birth, though a Christian by 
religion. She is also closely connected 
by marriage with the Rothschild family, 
and the Anti-Dreyfusites in Paris find in 
this fact ground for declaring the whole 
thing to be a Jewish conspiracy. Whether 
‘Mrs. Beer has conducted tho matter wise 
ly may be doubted; but nobody who 
Knows her doubts the perfect trathfulness 
of her account of the interview. H-r 
husband is a son of Julius Beer, the well- 
known Gnancier, to whom are addressed 
those letters of Henry Labouchere’s out of 
which Mr. Hess made capital in the Oritic, 
or African Critic as it was called, a few 
months ago. 

MAKING A PEDIGREE. 

4 most romantic and interesting ease of 
frau. i. wow being disclosed at Bow Street 
Police Court. A few years ago a certain 
Colonel Shipway was anxious to trace his 
pedigree and establish his right to bear 
arms. His vaquities at Herald's College 
proving unsuccessful—his ancestors pro- 
bably being honest yeomen, noue of whom 
had ever received a grant of arms, he em- 
ployed a young man named Herbert Davies 
at a small fixed salary plus expenses, to 





















make investigations for him. According 
to the statement of the counsel who is 
appearing for the Public Prosecutor against 
Davies, the young man, being of an ingenious 
turn of mind, conceived the idea of manu- 
facturing. evidence of the distinction 
achieved by Col. Shipway's ancestors in 
order to extract considerable sums of 
money in expenses and travel from his 
client. With this purpose he went to the 
little Church of Mangotsfield in Gloucester- 
shire, forged entries in the parish register, 
dug up graves, put bogus inscriptions on 
a lead coffin and the names of by- 
gone Shipways about the church, and 
generally cwried out a game which it 
is almost incredible should have been 
played so long without discovery. He 
is moreover accused of having stolen 
wills from local will offices and, having 
removed nearly all traces of the writing on 
them, forged other wills of supposed Ship- 
wage’ of the Sfteoath and sixteenth 
centuries on them, Poor Colonel Shipway, 
who on the strength of these discoveries 
caused a sereen setting them forth to he 
erected in Mangotsfield Church, has been 
made to look very foolish. Whether he 
would have forced publicity by taking 
proceedings against Davies is doubtful ; 
but the Public Prosecutor has taken tho 
matter out of his hands, tampering with 
historical documents and desecrating jsrave- 
yards and churches being too serious an 
offence against the public generally to be 
passed over as a matter only concerning 
the person defrauded,

‘THE DREYFUS CASE. 

Tho Government has at Inst taken a 
decisive stop towards the revision of the 
Dreyfus case. On Saturday the Cabinet 
decided to authorise the Minister of Justice 
to refer the dossier to the Commission 
appointed by law to deal with such cases. 

his Commission, which consists of threo 
permanent officials of the Ministry of Justice 
and three assistant judges of the Court of 
Cassation, has already begun its labours. 
Its report will xo to the Minister, who 
has sole power to decide—whatever the 
Commission's recommendations may be— 
whether the case shall go any further. If 
80, it will be laid before the Court of Cussa- 
tion, which can either order a new trial ov 
declare that there is no ground for one, in 
which cise there is nothing more to be 
done. The Cabinet did not take the final 
plunge without losing two of its members. 
General Zurlinden, who had only been 
War Minister a few days, declared that ho 
was convinced of Dreyfus’ guilt and that 
he could not endorse the revision. ‘The 
Minister of Public Works sided with 
General Zurlinden and resigned with hi 
M. Brisson, however, was in no way dis- 
concerted. ' He had his candidates ready, 
and the two vacancies were filled up im- 
mediately, The new War Minister is 
General Chanoine, a most distinguished 
soldier, who is perhaps still remembered in 
China.’ He was chief of the staff with the 
French expeditionary force in 1861 and 
ained the cross of the Legion of Honour 
for conspicuous bravery. He returned to 
China as military attaché and carried his 
zeal so fir as to learn the language. He is 
presumably a persona grata in Russia, as 
he was Military attaché at St. Petersburg 
for some years and was appointed to look 
afterthe Russian naval officers during their 
visit here in 1893. His views on the revi- 
sion question are not known and are not 
of mach consequence, the important step 
having been taken before he joined the 
Cabinet. 




















COLONEL PIcQUART. 
‘This week has witnessed another attempt 
on the part of the War Office clique te 
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silence Colonel Piequart. After seventy- 
two days of prison préventive he was brought 
up for trial, with M. Leblois, before the 
Correctional ‘Tribunal, on the charge of 
revealing official secrets. On the eve of 
the trial the military authorities intimated 
to the president of the tribunal that they 
had a more serious accusation to prefer 
against Colonel Picquatt, namely, that of 
forging the petit blew, or card-telegram, of 
which s0 much was heard during the trial 
of M. Zola, ‘The “correctional proceedings 
were accordingly adjourned sine die, and 
Colonel Picquart was handed over to an 
officer of gendarmes and incarcerated in 
the Cherche Midi military prison, where 
Dreyfus _was detained at the time of his 
trial. Here Colonel Picquart will pro- 
bably remain for another six weeks 
before the preliminary investigation is 
concluded. He will then be tried by 
court-martial, of course with closed doors, 
and, equally as x matter of course, will 
be ‘convicted and sent to penal servi- 
tude. It need hardly be said that such a 
result will only increase the affection and 
reverence with which Colonel Picquart is 
regarded by his friends. His quiet persist 
ence in what he considers. the cause of 
truth and justice has something really 
heroic about it. He is evidently prepared 
or the worst. Before he left the Correc- 
tional Court he turned to the public and 
declared with suppressed emotion that if 
he were found dend in prison his friends 
would know that he had not committed 
suicide. ‘This was an allusion to the deaths 
of Lemercier-Pieard and Colonel Henry, 
who, it is rumoured, did not commit suicide 
‘at all but wore simply put out of the way 
to prevent them from telling the truth. In 

ite of the terrible meaning of Colonel 
jequart’s words neither the presiding 
judge nor anyone else in court attempted to 
gainsay them. Apparently no one presen’ 
thought that assassination is an impossi- 
bility in a French prison ! 

HIS PERSECUZION. 

‘The manner in which the prosecution of 
Colonel Picquart was begun is another 
interesting feature of the case. It was 
suggested to the Government by General 
Zuslinden during his fow days’ tenure of 
office as War Minister, but his colleagues 
vetoed it. When General Zurlinden yave 
up his portfolio he was reappointed 
Military Governor of Paris. In that cap- 

acity ho was entitled to set the law in 

motion against Colonel Picquart and he 
proniptly did so, regardless of the decision 
of the Government to which he owed his 
appointment. With the civil and military, 
powers so hopelessly at variance French- 
men may well ask themselves anxiously 
what will happen next. It does not 
appear that there is any fresh evidence 
against Colonel Picquart. All the allega- 
tions against him were made at the Zola 
trial and were fully answered. Hitherto 
he has scrupulously refrained from divulg- 
ing what he knows of the inner working 
of the War Office, but there is no doubt 
that if he chose to speak he could make 
some very damaging revelations and it is 
obviously desirable to have him under lock 
and key. 

‘THE DUKE OF ORLEANS 

+ has “chipped _in” with a manifesto which 
has fallen painfully flat. ‘*Frenchmen” 
he writes, ‘your most sacred rights are 
being outtageously violated. The agents 
of an occult and dangerous Power are 
endeavouring, under the pretext of clearing 
the character of a man convicted of treason, 
to destroy the army and ruin France. We 
will not permit it.” It would be interest= 
ing to know how the Dake proposes to stop 
the Dreyfus agitation. He seems fated to 
make himself ridiculous. 

z ‘THE UPPER NILE. 

"The Fashoda question lies within a very 
small compass. ‘The French admit that it 
once formed part of the Egyptian dominions 
but contend that Egypt abandoned it and 














that it became a No-man’s land of which 
the first comer was free to take possession. 
Itis perfectly clear that they only took 
it because England wanted it and because 
they hope to obtain some other advantage 
in exchange for it. They reckon that 
England will find a diplomatic concession 
cheaper than a war. There will be long- 
Arawn-out negotiations, the quid pro q 
will eventually be found, and everyone will 
live happily until the next little dispute. 
It is not very amiable on the part of the 
French but it is business. If England 
wants to prevent this kind of thing in 
future she must wake up and be first in 
the field. ‘The French aro profiting by 
their experience. 
THe 1900 ExErerrioN. 

The various works connected with the 
Exhibition are almost at a standstill owing 
to the strike of Iabourers, 15,000 of whom 
are now “out” for an increase of wages. 
‘The navvies and other unskilled hands de- 
mand 60 centimes an hour instead of 5 and 
tho bricklayers, tunnellers, and others 75 
centimes instead of 60 centimes. The con- 
tractors reply that their tenders were based 
on the existing scale of wages and that the 
cannot pay more. ‘The Metropolitan Rail- 
way is especially behindhand. ‘The short 
line along the river bank from theEsplanade 
des Invalides to the Champ de Mars was 
finished some time ago, but the Invalides 
station has scarcely progressed beyond the 
foundations. The railway bridge over the 
Seine is not begun, and there is certainly 
no time to spare if the underground lines 
through the heart of Paris are to be com- 
pleted before the Exhibition opens. A 
steel lattice bridge, by means of which the 
great girders of the Pont Alexandre III are 
to be laid without interrupting the boat 
traffic, has been thrown across the bed of 
the river but has not yet reached the left 
bank. ‘The two principal exhibition build- 
ings, the Grand Palais and the Petit Palais, 
adjoining the Champs Elysées, are in a 
comparatively advanced stage but very few 
men are at work on them.

determined to demand the whole Philippine 
archipelago for an American possession, 
‘That the sentiment in favour of taking over 
all the Philippine islands is growing rapid- 
ly is beyond doubt. The political plat- 
forms of the Republican party in the State 
conventions, now holding in the country, 
are declaring unreservedly in favour. 
Those of the Democratic party offer but 
weak, if any, protest. A personal can- 
vass ‘on the question has been mado 
of the United States’ Senate, which, by 
a two-thirds vote, must confirm any treaty 
of peace negotiated. About half of the 
members. have expressed their opinions 
frankly. Of these the greater proportion 
believe the United States should take the 
Philippines. Indications are strong that 
they, with such of their fellow members as 
have not yet been seen and those whose 
present indecision will be swung in favour 
of the policy by the weight of the adminis- 
tration’s approval and the influence of a 
peace treaty that embodies such terms, 
will make up the necessary two-thirds. 
The fact that the Republican State plat- 
forms have come out openly for the annex- 
ation of the whole group leaves no doubt 














but that’ President McKinley is in sym- 
pathy with that position and has instructed 
or will instract the American peace com- © 
missioners accordingly. 

‘THE PEACE COMMISSION. 

‘The Spanish and American peace com- 
missioners held their first session in Paris 
on Saturday, and a few days from now will 
see them fairly at work. ‘The evacuation of 
Cuba and Porto Rico by the Spanish troo) 
Ings slowly along despite the efforts of tho 
Americans to hurry matters. 

‘THE ENQUIRY AT WASHINGTON. 

‘Meantime, at Washington, a Commission 
appointed by the President has begun tho 
task of investigating the work of the various 
bureaux of the war department during the 
war, considering the great number of 
charges, emphatic though usually inde- 
finite, which have been made against the 
competency of that department. How im- 
portant their work will be, or how thorough- 
ly it will be done, remains to be seen and 
as yet there is little opportunity to judge, 
It is expected that Congress, when it meets 
in regular session in December, will in- 
stitute an investigation of the same matters 
for its own satisfaction, 


RENEWED INTEREST IN CHINA, 

‘The recent stirring events in China, the 
deposing of Li Hung-chang, the subsequent 
abdication of the Emperor, and reports, 
just received, of his suicide or worse man- 
er of death—have intensified the already 
aroused interest which Americans have in 
that country. The newspapers reflect it 
in the incresed space which they are giving 
to Chinese conditions and events. 

Here is the way one of the most pro- 
mioent manufacturers of the country, who 
has just returned from « six months’ tour 
of the empire, looks at the commercial 
situation there :— 

“Few people in the United States have 
tho slightest conception of what the open- 
ing of China will mean to their commercial 
interests,” he says. ‘Tho competition for 
the trade of the Orient is becoming moro 
fierce every year, one might say almost 
every month, and when the gates are finally 
opened and it becomes possible to trado 
with China as we now trade with Europe 
the rush for commercial concessions will be 
something terrific, At present England is 
far in the lead, followed by America, 
Germany, Japan, and Russia in tho order 
named. Germany is exerting all its in- 
fluence toward obtaining and maintaining 
commercial supremacy in China and where, 
‘years ago, the shopkeepers would say 
“This English’ they now point to the 
familiar stamp ‘Mado in Germany.’ Asa 
result of this effort it may be noted that 
three years ago the number of vessels 
entering and clearing from Chinese ports 
showed 21,140 flying the British flag and 
1,858 flying the German’ flag, while in 1897 
the number of British veesels fell-to 18,973 
while the Germans increased to 2,016. 
Japan and Russia are also rapidly forging 
ahead. 

“Japan has been so busy for the last 
few years in supplying its own market 
that it has not entered into full competi- 
tion with the other nations of the world 
for the China trade. Japan has still a 
considerable home market to supply, and 
it is to this market that her energies will 
be devoted principally for the next decade. 
The Japanese, however, are well aware 
of the commercial opportunities of China 
and of the advantages which will result to 
the nation first occupying the ground. 

“Russia will not enter into competition 
in manufactures for many years to come, 
but in other lines her competition is to be 
dreaded by Americans, possibly more than 
that of all the other nations combined. 
Russia has vast wheat fields, the products 
of which she will be enabled by the new 
‘Trans-Siberian railroad, with its connec- 
tions, to lay down at’ the doors of the 
Chinese as far south as Peking and, by 
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_ means of the new Americin railroad, as far 
as Canton. By the same means she will 
be enabled to transport the produce of her 
iron mines and coal mines and her oil 
wells, and, by exerting her power, force 
the Chinese to admit them at the lowest 
rate of import duty. Already Russian 
petroleum has begun to undersell American 
oil. 

“cat present China’s agricultural re- 
sources have been only slightly developed, 
80 far as commercial purposes are con- 
cerned, although, owing to the density of 
the population, it has been necessary that 
every available foot of territory should be 
highly cultivated. The mineral wealth 
of China, which is vast, has practically 
never heen touched. Although, owing 
to the great population and the cheapness 
of living, manufacturing in Chiva could 
be carried on at less expense than 
anywhere else on the globe, and the 
raw materials, such as cotton and silk and 
iron, are right at hand, manufacturing, as 
we know it, has never been undertaken in 
China and the day must come when the 
primitive handloom must give way to the 
machinery driven by steam and electricity. 

“The density of the population and the 
possibility of the agricultural and mi 
resources of interior Chinn not only 
rante that railroads will be extremely pro- 
fitable, but offer the greatest field in the 
world for electric railroads which could ran 
from town to town and village to village, 
forming a system which could be sprexd 
all over China like a network. The build- 
ing of such roads would keep armies 
of Chinamen employed for years and 
would furnish work for millions of 
American mechanics. Thousands of steam 
engines, freight care, and locomotices, mil- 
lions of tons of rails, hundreds and 
thousands of miles of wire, thousands of 
electric motors, a million street cars and 
other accessories would be needed for thi: 
purpose alone. ‘The opening up of China 
would soon be followed by the adoption 
by the Chinese of American custonis, as 
has been the case in Japan. This alone 
means millions. and millions of dollars’ 
worth of trade to America.” 


COUNT CASSINE ON CHINA. 

Hore is what Count Cassini of Russia, 
now Ambassador to this country, said re- 
cently of Russian policy in China and of 
the future of the Chinese empire politi- 
cally -— 

“Russian policy does not conflict with 
the interests of the United States in any 
part of the world, no more in China than in 
England, Russia seeks only peaceful and 
friendly relations with all other nations. 
In building the Siberian railway it was 
found that the route necessary to be 
followed in reaching Vladivostock was 
a very difficult ont,” made so especially 
by the existence of areas of almost 
impassable marshes. ‘The engineering 
problems presented by that route wero 
practically insurmountable Wealso found 
that it was absolutely necessary to cross 
Chinese Manchuria in order to obtain an 
ice-free port, which was essential to enablo 
the railroad to bea commercially successful 
enterprise. Our Pacific port of Viadi 
tock on the Siberian coast is closed during 
the winter months. We are not building a 
railroad simply for the purpose of laying 
down steel rails or for the fun of the thing. 
Tt must have trafic when it is built in order 
to justify the investment and so we sought 
aterminus to the southeast, where the ships 
of all nations could come at all seasons of 
the year. We obtained from the Chinese 
government a lease of territory fora term 
of years, like the lease of Kiaochou hy 
the Germans and Weihaiwei by the British. 

“In making the arrangements we were 
not animated by hostile purposes toward 
any other Power. ‘The only sure and cor- 
tain revenue which the Chinese govern- 
ment possesses is its Maritime Customs, 
aud a portion of these was pledged for the 



































payment of our loan to China. The ad- 
ministration of the maritime customs is in 
the hands of an Englishman, Sir Robert 
Hart, but we did not undertake to remove 
or disturb Sir Robert Hart. We are re- 
presented as hostile to the interests of 
other nations in China, but we have not 
objected to or sought to prevent other 
nations from increasing their commercial 
privileges in that country. When the 
English acquired an extension of territory 
near Hongkong we said nothing against it 
and the Germans have had a free hand in 
the Shantung peninsula, where they have 
obtained very valuable privileges. Further- 
more, it should be remembered that Russia 
and China have a common boundary of 
some 9,000 kilométres in extent, so that we 
have a close national relation to China 
exceeding that of any other Power. 

“Phere will be no partition of China. 
There were 429,000,000 people in that 
country when tho last effort was made 
to obain a count of them. It is a huge 
population in a vast country. ButI donot 
‘expect to see it divided. Tn extending the 
great Siberian railway to the Yellow Sea the 
purpose of Russia was not to acquire or 
annex Chinese territory, but to secure a 
commercial outlet from Siberia and to 
provide necessary commercial facilities for 
our vast northeastern territory as well as 
for the parts of China through which the 
railway will pass.” ‘ 

‘THE REDELLION TN CHINA. 

A seoret agent of the so-called Chinese 
rebels is said to be in San Francisco in 
clove discussion with the Chinese Junta 
handling this end of the great rebellion. 
Nothing will apparently satisfy them, but 
the complete overthrow of the present 
Manchu dynasty. A San Fran 
paper man managed to mect this 
through the intluenco of a learned old 
doctor who stands high in the Councils 
of the Chee Kung Tong society. This was 
just previous to the dismissal of Li Hung. 
chang. He sa} 

“The agent is a Chinese of most striking 
personality, a man who would attract 
attention even though one were i; 
of his mission. Although this man speaks 
not a word of English he seems most re- 
markably well posted on the affairs of the 
world and particularly the political feeling 
of the great Powers. 

“*T soon learned that he was one of that 
vast army of disappointed scholars who 
have passed the severe civil service ex- 
aminations of China and who should, 
according to the time-honoured customs 
and laws of his people, have been given an 
official position in the Chinese goveroment. 

“*Bat,’ as he said, ‘our people have 
become degenerate. ‘The oficials are mere 
plutocrats.. Money is the ruling power of 
China to-day. As you well know, it has 
been written that civil service should be 
the stepping stone to all political advance- 
ment. Many of us who have spent our 
lives in study that wo might be fitted for 
future government positions have been 
most heartlessly set aside to give place to a 
lot of sons of rich men who have the 
wherewithal. to purchase the positions 
which rightfully belong to us. The result 
of this pernicious -ystem is that the 
moneyed classes of China to-day control 
the government, from the Tsungli Yamén 
down to the huinblest post-office cle ind 
manipulate it to suit their own ends. 
Hence the revolutionary body of China of 
which I am the accredited representative 
to this country, is ripe for rebellion. 

“We do not expect material help from 
the United States in our struggle for 
liberty, but- we are much interested to 
know how our people in the Philippine 
islands will thrive under republican pro- 
tection. In fact, I may say, this is one of 
the principal objects of my mission to this 
country 











































«Twas ordered here in a hurry and so 
left just before the time set for several of 





the provinces to rise against the’ Imperial 
goverament. Cxblegrams inform me that 
the uprisings have taken place as planned. 
Events will move rapidly now in tho rebel- 
lion. The Chinese in America have been 
counted on to do giant help and that is 
what Tam here for. ‘The time of acti 
come. 

“*We realise that we will the obliged 
t» fight ‘but we have every prospect of 
suecess, for (he Chinese people are with us 
toa man, Ourmen are being rapidly armed. 
for infantry service only and we expect that 
our conflict will be short and bloody. ‘The 
Manchurian hirelings will be our only foe, 
for we are confident that many Powers 
will refuse to allow either England or 
Russia to assist in suppressing the contem- 
plated uprising. | The present Chinese 

jovernment depends entirely upon this 
intervention for eafety. Do you think she 
can have it ? 

“Of course, I am aware that my 
presence in this ‘country is known to tho 
agents of the Obinese Government, I 
know, too, that I am in hourly danger of 
assassination. Let that be as it may. 
‘My cause is a sacred ono, aud Iam ready 
and willing to brave any danger if my be- 
loved country can be rescued from the 
grasp of the low-caste Tartars who have 
so long misruled Chin 

“We might purchase ships from cor- 
tain of the South American republics—in 
fact, it was our original intention to do so 
—but we have concluded that it were better 
to attack the government internally, where 
it cannot be reached by immediate’ assist- 
ance from any foreign Power. This is 
our plan of action as near as Tam at liberty 
to state at the Protont tice,” 

‘The great Chinese revolutionary socie- 
ty is known locally as the Chee Kung 
Tong and its four principal heads aro 
situated at Canton, Manila, Singapore, and 
Sin Francisco. ‘The society has.a mem- 
bership in California of about 20,000 able- 
bodied men, all of whom have been trained 
to carry arms. They aro protected by 
socret signs aud passwords, pay liberally 
for the best legal advice obtainable, and 
are in the main prepared to protect them- 
selves against the’ machinations of the 
home government. 

“I found one enthusiastic member of 
the Chew Kung Tong who holds a position 
of trust and confidence in a Sen Francisco 
bank, a man of education in our language 
as well as his native tongue. During our 
conversation he expressed great confidence 
in the result of the patriotic move- 
ment, which he says cannot help but 
be successful. He said :—‘ We ure sure 
to win for we have both might and right 
on our side. Why, in the last ten years 
we have undermined the very throne itself ! 
We have thousands of the high officials of 
the Government on our roils, men_ of 
education, brains, and diplomatic training, 
men who sce ‘corruption under their 
very noses daily and are even obliged to 
condone such outrages or lose both their 
political and physical heads. We are not 
going into this thing Ulindfold. We have 
spent hundreds of years accumulating our 
stock of knowledge and we have paid very 
dearly for the high-priced experience” 

“But how,” Tasked “do you expect to 
accomplish the overthrow of the present 
Chinese government?” 

“< ‘Oh, that is somewhat of a secret,’ he 
replied. © ‘Still, I feel that I can give you 
a fair idea of our plans without fear of in- 
jury to ourselves. 

“Tn the first placo, you must under- 
stand that we so-called rebels have a 
metaphorical government already establish- 
ed in the mother country. It is ruled by a 
man whose lineage is’ royal beyond the 
question of a doubt, and, although our 
principles are essentially republican, we 
have taken the precaution which gives 
our people a confidence and incentive 
for good and co-operative action. We are 
not poor, as we have been accumulating a 
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fand for many years and I may say to you 
that this fund, were it suddenly withdrawn 
from its place of deposit, would in all pro- 
bability create «panic in the money market. 
However, we contemplate no such foolish 
move, In case of action our funds would 
be so carefully and gradually withdrawn 
that no one would feel any perceptible 
change. Our greatest trouble at home has 
beon the distribution of small arms, but 
this is being rapidly ‘accomplished through 
our brothers in the employ of the present 
government, 

«©+You may be sure our party will strike 
as one man when the occasion requires. 
The world will then witness a hand-to- 
hand conflict, the most bloody since the 
hordes of Genghis Khan devastated the 
land of wur forefathers. We ask nothing 
but right and justice and we are bound to 
have it.” 

“To yet the Junta’s idea from another 
standpoint I went back to my old phy- 
sician. 


“*Yes' he said, ‘our order is most 


powerful ant well organised. We have | Pe 


our branches established in every grest 
city throughout the world and, once’ the 
word is given, freedom for beloved Chins 
must follow. You say the great Pow- 
ers may intervene? I give careful eat to 
such words of wisdom but we have our 
plans well matured and are prepared to 
meet such exigencies. Not all the great 
Powers are our enemi 
«We are in daily communication-with 
the heads of departments in the various 
cities whero our order has its officers. Wn 
realise the many difficulties under which 
we labour, but our systein is so perfect and 
our means of communication so well 
arranged that San Francisco is in perfect 
touch with Canton, Manila, and Singapore. 
«You must remember that an insurrec- 
tion in China would mean a far different 
warfare from what you might expect of any 
other country. China is weak Her 
standing army is one on paper only, which 
twas fully verified during the late war with 
Japan. ‘She has beon almost deprived of 
hor navy and now she depends entirely 
upon England and Russia for coast pro- 
tection. She is without railways as a 
means of transportation and would find it 
a physical impossibility to move great 
bodies of troops from one province to 
another. By our system of communication 
mentioned we would be able to alarm every 
province of the empire in a space of time 
so short as to arouse the admiration and 
astonishment of your boasted Western 
civilisation. 

“We do not contemplate a war of 
extermination. It is our intention simply 
to seize the reins of govermont, dethrone 
the present ruler Kuang Hsii, who isa mere 
puppet, quite plastic in the hands of the 
shrewd old Dowager Empress, his so-called 
mother, and the wily Li Hung-chang. The 
last-mentionedis an acknowledyed diplomat, 
who for years has traded on the misfortunes 
of his country. However humane our 
intentions may be, I fear it will be a 
difficult task to preserve the head of this 
old sinner from the wrath of the people, 
for the present generation of Chinese 
attribute many of their country’s misfor- 
tunes to the wicked Li Hung-chang. 

“The protection of England or 
Rassia, upon which the Government so 
strongly relies, could scarcely be utilised, 
during internal warfare, so our battle 
will be one of the people against the 
jowers that be. We are fairly well-armed. 
Though our men have not had the advan- 
tage of military training, according to the 
Western idéa, still they will serve better 
than green hands. If you have taken the 
trouble to observe, you may hare noticed 

* that there are more shooting galleries here 
in Chinatown, in proportion to the popula- 
tion, than in any other district of San 
Francisco. ‘This means that our men are 
for ever practising with the rifle and pistol 
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tell you that they are most excellent 
marksmen.’ ”

Political anxieties, the possibility of 
serious disturbances in China or at home, 
had no power to interfere with Shanghai's 
enjoyment of its autumn holiday, and the 
Grand Stand and its lawns were filled 
on Tuesday, the opening day of the autumn 
meeting, with a large crowd of lovers of the 
horse, a crowd as cosmopolitian and varied 
as could be found at any racecourse in 
the world. There was a little coldness in 
the wind, but it was not very strong, and 
the weather otherwise was all that could 
be desired. Clouds mitigated the fierce- 
ness of the sun, and the sun can be very 
fierce sometimes in the first week of 
November, and the vast majority of the 
ladies present, a large and representati 
gathering of all that is fair in Shanghai, 
bad wisely dressed themselves in autuunnal 
costumes. If there was not the brightness 
that marks a fine spring mesting, there 
was plenty of gay and varied colour, and 
the lawn in the intervals between the races 
when the band was playing was a prettier 








ht than a visitor from home could 
expect the Far East to be able to offer. 
The course was in capital order, but no 
particularly fast’ times were done, the 
cold wind interfering a little with the 
ponies’ going ; though some of the finishes 
were very exciting. Dr. Keylock under- 
took the ardous and thankless duties of 
starter, and carried them out on the system 
followed at home, with the flag behind his 
back, so that no eager jockey could see 
when he was going to drop it and thus 
steal a start. It took some of the riders, 
however, some little time to understand 
that they were to keep their eye on the 
white second flag, which was entrusted to 
the evergreen Major Ashley, and not on 
Dr. Keylock's red flag. This was the cause 
of one or two rather straggling starts, but 
all the prominent racing men were con- 
vinced that the method followed by Dr. 
Keylock is the proper one. ‘The Chinese 
were closely packed all round the outside 
ofthe course, wherever a glimpse of the 
ponies was to be had, and on the return 
home both sides of the Maloo were lined 
the whole way with enthusiastic spectators, 
for the Chinese were out driving almost in 
their thousands, and every available catri- 
age in the Settlements must have been on 
duty on Tuesday. 

‘The wins were very much divided, only 
‘Mr. Ring, whose successes are always 
enthusiastically received, scoring two 
victories, the other fortunate owners being 
Messrs. Cleugh, Marius, John Peel, Toeg 
and Batley, Waveny, Hopeful, and Ed- 
mund. It was a great disappointment that 
Desperation, whom many good judges 
thought to be the best griflin of t! eet 
ing, did not even secure a place in either 
the Maiden Stakes or the Whangpoo 
Stakes, but he has two days more in which 
to show what he really is. Our old friend 
“Daybreak” succeeded in naming two 
winners, Tyne and Charger, in his “finals,” 
and three other winners, Equinox, Hellas, 
and Montebello were named by ‘him for 

aces. The sum that passed through the 
ari-Mutuel during the day was $19,275, 
and the only two high dividends were 
$101.6 on The Outcast, and $114 on Kion- 
dyke. All the arrangements at the Grand 
Stand were admirable, as usual, and 
there was not a hitch of any kind, and 
the same must be said of the police 
arrangements for the regulation of the 
traffic. It was a good day's sport all 
round, and the intervals were brightened by 
the excellent playing by the Public Band

"Monday, 31st October, 1898, 

The Autumn Meeting opened with tho 
perfection of racing weather and with the 
Course in capital condition. A. foot of new 
soil was put on to the Intter during the 
summer . this has settled well down and has 
distinctly improved matters, In these days 
of decadent trade it is pleasant to state that 
Racing is not en suite: the Stewards 
tabulated record figures in entrance fees, 
number of stables, and griffins. It onl: 
now wants a few record times to round ol 
the category. The fees in gross amounted to 
‘Tis.2,865 against Tis. 1,785, the griffins 26 to 
19; and the old horses 29 to 25 in the 
‘Autumn of 1897—n year of records. 

‘A pleasant feature of our Meetings is the 
appearance of young Tientsin (born and 
bred China hands) in the pigskin. It was 
pleasantly noted to-day that one or two of 
the families might soon be able to hold a 
Meeting on their own account should the 
present supply of enthusiastic outside sports- 
men fail.

THE TAOTAIS JUDGMENT IN 
THE BANK OF CHINA CASE. 
To the Editor of the 
Norru-Caxa Datty News. 

‘Sm,—The criticism of the Taotai’s judg- 
ment in the Bank. of China case would 
probably bo less disapproving if the critics 
‘would reflect, that the Taotai can only act 
in accordance with law, and that he has no 
uuthority. to make law’ or engage in reme- 
Gial legislation. 

Te there is no law in China providing for 
and governing a joint-stock company, the 
Taotai cannot be held. responsible for tho 
defect, nor should he be expected to reme- 
dy it.’ He can only interpret the law as ho 
finds it, and when he does not find any 
law applicable he can only say so. Such 
is tho extent of his power. 

Whether there is any law in China pro- 
viding how a joint-stock company shall be 
formed and regulating the responsibility of 
che meinbers does not appear clear to such 
‘a Chinese scholar as Mr. George Jamieson, 
and Mr. Jamieson may safely bo trusted 
whon writing on Chinese matters, 

Ta the Journal of the China Branch of 
the Royal Asiatic Suciety, vol. XXII, 1887, 
there is @ paper by Mr. Jamieson on 
Chinese partnerships, and, arguing by 
analogy, he. writes, that if there was such 
an organisation as a joint-stock company 
recognised by the lawa of Chin, ‘a com- 
pany of the kind would probably be regard- 
od, ns in fact itis, as a huge partnership, in 
which the directors would represent the 
ostensible and managing partners and the 
shareholders the dormant partners. The 
former ‘would be responsible, while the 
Intter would most likely be held blame- 
ess, 

Mr. Jamieson accurately likens a joint 
stock company to a p.rtnership, and is 
quite clear in the opinion “that dormant 
partners,” those who do nut appear as 
managing the busivess and similar to share- 
holders, “as investors merely, and not as 
partners, will not usually be held for any 
part of the debt ;” and in this opinion he is, 
supported by the experience of Mr. Byron 
Brenan, In the same Journal Mr. Brenan, 
writing’ on Chinese partnerships, says that 
“all my informants state that there is 
no law or fixed custom” regulating the 
liability of partners. 

It would. seem from the two very com- 
petent authorities quoted, and the opinions 
of Herbert A Gies, E.\H. Parker, and 
Chaloner Alabaster, that the Chinese busi- 
ness public look to the manager of the part- 
norship as solely respo-sible for the debts, 
and doubtless such was the idea in Mr. 
Jamieson’s. mind when, reasoning by 
analogy, he concluded that, if Chinese law 
recosnised a joint-stock ' company, the 
directors and not the shareholders would 
be liable for the debts of the company. 

The Taotai’s judgment is backed by the 
opinions of some bright ornaments of the 
British Consular service, and some who 
have industriously employed many years of 
experience in the closest investigation of 
Chinese customs xnd law, and are still 
undecided on. th subject. 

‘The:same; law. that. requires an in- 
corporated company to strictly conform to 









































the act of incorporation, should enfor®® 
the liability of shareholders, but there is ® 
faith which mutual interest and honout 
demand should be kept by both, and 
when not kept the. accuser must show that 
he has not violated it. 

If China has no law with reference to 
incorporated companies, then the defect 
must be remedied by legislation, and the 
Taotai is not justly amenable to criticism 
for simply doing what a British or an 
American judge would have to do—construe 
the law ashe finds it, and if he does not 
find any to say so.

‘The frequent loss and delay of letters 
and newspapers from home cannot easily 
be traced to the Shanghai B.P.O., as the 
Hongkong branch is notoriously dilatory 
and careless; but surely there is somo 
authority here competent to correct such 
bungling as above described; which I 
should not thus mention, were it not a 
typical B.P.O. performance,

A CORRECTION FROM 
NINGPO.

Str,—It appears rather often that your 
Ningpo correspondent send. mistaken state- 
ments which his ignorance of circumstances 
makes it easy to forgive when they do not 
harm avybody's character. He has not, 
however, the right to the same indulgence 
when his misrepresentations seriously in- 
jure the reputation of others as it does in 
Your issue of 31st October, in reference to 
the strike amongst the bankers of Ningpo. 
He imputes tlie affuir to the unjust conduct 
of a Christian named Ting, whom he 
designates as the principal agent of the 
Catholic mission. According to his ac- 
count, Ting caused the bankers to stop 
business by advising a bankrupt to pay 
only 30 per cenit instead of 60 per cent as 
had been settled. This is a pure inven- 
tion. ‘Ting, though a Christian, is by no 
means the agent of the Catholic mission, 
but simply a well-known merchant who 
keeps a store of European goods, A man 
with means who owed him more than $900 
gave him-a bill for $450 on a sugar store 
where he had a deposit of over $1,000, 
‘The bill was examined, declared authentic 
and duly registered by'the bank, ‘The fol- 
lowing day they suddenly refused to pay 
at the instigation, of an enemy of Ting's. 
Representations only embittered affairs and 
the banks then went on strike, against the 
advice of tho mandarins who considered 
the sum of $450 not worthy of such an 
honour. Neither would they leave their 
tribupal to seize the guilty party, as it is 
their duty on such occasions, ‘The, banks 
‘committed a serious blunder and, your cor- 
respondent made an erroneous statement.

THE GREAT FLOOD. 
To the Editor of the 
Norra-Cama Heratp. 

Sin,—The appalling calamity of the 
Yellow River floods of the present year can 
not be emphasised too strenuously. Only 
those who have been in the midst of the 
scenes presented can estimate the terrible 
devastation caused by the vagrant river. 
Whoever has been an eye-witness can best 
appreciate the terrible force of the stream 
which now for the third time hus.left its 
and has wandered freely 
over populous: villages and: plains, In 
the autumn of 1887 the river left its 
course west of Kaiféugfu. The Empress 
Dowager determined that its wanderings 
should bo: restrained. At vast expenso 
this was accomplished. It is now about 
two months since the river broke away on 
the south side and began to work its fearful 
havoc among the peasant villages of this 
rovince. Ihave travelled both across and 
lown the course of the new streams, aud it 
may be well to give, briefly, the testimony 
of an eye-witness. The great river broke 
its banks first on the north side at Ya- 
chou, in the district of Tungchou. The 
waters from this break poured the 
selves along the low ground of the Teihhai 
river passing Wutingfu and Chaohua. 
‘The great road south crosses this stream 
at Yiichéng. The waters here are fifty li 
broad, and frequently 12ft.deep. Thestream 
of travel is scarcely interrupted, however, 
hundreds of small boats being supplied 
by the villagers who have no other source 
of subsistence. The villages on the north 
of the river have suffered far less, having 
been prepared by many previous ex- 
periences. But the autumn crops are 
well-nigh a total loss. The break in the 
south side begins about 60 li N.-E. 
of Chinanfu. Here the break is at least 
seven miles long, the whole course of the 


original bed, 
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stream flowing through it upon the vast 
region eastward. On the 4th of Octo- 
ber, I took a small house-boat at China 
fu,’ and travelled to the sea, S.E., a 
distance of 440 Ui, ‘The main line of travel 
was the course of the canal built by Shéng 
Taotal, “But tho canal ie practically obi 
torated. It seems likely that the Yellow 
River will henceforth make this canal its 

ermanent course, reaching the sea at 

‘angchiaokow, one hundred li east of 
Tiehménkuan. Ono meets the vast over- 
flow about 70 li east of Chinanfu. Frot 
thence to the sea the destruction is 
continuous, with an ever broadening 
waste of waters. One ersses the main 
current of tho stream many times, as it 
poursin a swift, deep tide, now to the south 
and again to ‘the north, The banks of 
the original canal are forced through in 
scores, if not hundreds of places, and the 
sound’ of the rush of the flowing and 
falling waters, adds especial melancholy to 
the sight of destruction. Tho villagers 
have apparently fled, both north and south 
of tho, waters, everything being sub- 
merged. The flow of waters it 60 li broad 
soon after its start. Going towards the 
sea, one can scarce descry the edge of the 
stream which finally broadens out over the 
once fertile plains to nearly one hundred 
li, Tt is a strange sight to sea the large 
walled towns loom up from the surrounding 
waters, and to take in the view the wreck 
of hundreds of once pro-perous villages. 
‘The overflow is in. districts hitherto 
froe from the devastation. On the narrow 
banks of the canal, for some 300 li, one 
sees only a few ‘refugees. ‘Theso ‘have 
built neat sheds of a temporary structure. 
Taw scarcely 2,000 people on the whole 
trip. It is reported that o camp of 
30,000 people is formed on the south 
side of the waters. It should be said 
that many of the refugees are  pros- 
porous farmers and gontry, as well 
as the poorer peasant poople.' Nine dis- 
tricts are nearly entirely flooded ; where 
the people can go and what they cxn do to 
avoid faming, fever, and increasing sorrow 
is as yet unknown. ‘The Government 
proposes to do everything possible to 
assist, If there are any who may bo 
moved by this to give to any proposed 
Relief Fund they may have the assurance, 
that since the Famine and Plague in India, 
no more fitting object of benevolence has 
been laid before those whose human 
sympathies may be newly aroused by such 
tale of devastation and sorrow.

IMPERIAL DECREE. 


(By telegraph.) 
Peking, 30th October. 
‘We have received news of tho death this 
morning of Pén Ké, Princo of Yi, 1st 
Order, an old and faithful-servant of tho 
dynasty, who previous to his death held 
tho posts of Grand Chamberlain and In- 
spector-Goneral of the Peking forces, but 
resigned on. account of prolonged illness a 
month ago. A Tolo prayer coverlet (to be 
used as a shroud) is hereby granted the 
deceased Prince and is to be taken to him 
by Princo Po Lun, 4th Order, with on 
escort of ten Imperial Guardsmen. Prince 
Po Lun is also to offer a sacrificial libation 
before, the corpse in our name. A thou- 
sand taels from the Privy Purse are grant~ 
ed. for funeral expenses aad all misde- 
meanours against the deceased in the offi 
cial records are to be erased. 

+ “[Note.—The deceased Prince was a dez- 
cendant of one of the Eight Tron-capped 
Princes who accompanied the Emperor 
Shun. Chih—then Crown Prince—to con- 
quer China in the middle of the 17th 
























century: Prince Yii's name is scarcely 
Known outside Peking, he having filled 
only Palace appointments during his life- 
time—En.

DEATH OF A VICE-PRESIDENT. 

We are deeply grieved at the receipt this 
morning of the news of the death of Wen 
Liv, Junior Vice-President of the Board of 
Punishments. In that capacity and that of 
Comptroller-General of the Imperial House- 
hold Department, the deceased official gained 
ourzrespect by his diligence in his duties. 
As a mark of special bounty he is to be 
given all the posthumous honours granted 
to a Vice-President of one of the Six 
Boards and his family given the proper 
financial help from the Government, while 
all black marks recorded against him in 
the official records are to be erased. His 
son and heir, Yén Huan, is hereby given 
the rank of a junior secretary of one of the 
Boards.

THE NECESSITY OF GRAIN RESERVES. 
We have received a memorial from 
Shéng Hsiinn-huai, Director-General of 
Railways, ete., urging the importance of 
establishing reserve granaries for the stor- 
age of cereals as a defence against failure 
of the crops, famine, etc., and stating that 
the present distress in the country is 
really due to the imperfect methods of the 
local authorities, their incapability and 
their indifference’ as to obeying the con- 
stant orders of the Throne through their 
superior officials on the subject. So cul- 
pable have the local authorities been, de- 
clares the said memorialist, that they have 
swallowed up all the proceeds of the 
illegal sale of grain and in such a mun- 
ner that nine cities out of ten are 
empty and do not possess a single grain 
of rice in their granaries. ‘These officials 
are compelled, tlivrefore, when confronted 
with even a partial failure of the crops in 
an obscure corner of their jurisdiction to 
magnify the distress in order to obtain 
help in funds and food. A report like the 
above indeed makes us exceedingly in- 
digaant and we therefore hereby command 
the high provincial. authorities of the em- 
pire to order their subordinates, the local 
authorities, to begin at once to buy grain 
and make’ up for, what is wanting in thelr 
granaries, while those cities where there 
have never been erected any gra: aties are 
to build them without loss of time and 
fill them up with -geain in order to 
provide against emergencies, Annual in- 
spections of these granaries will in future 
{be made and truthful reports as to the 
amount of reserve grain found in each 
granary shall be sent to the Throne by the 
high authorities. As to the bureaux for 
the encouragement of agriculture according 
to modern methods formerly ordered to be 
established in all the large cities of the 
Empire, there should be no further delay 
in establishing such, and special reports on 
what has been done must be sent up for our 
information, thereby.showing our desire to 
provide against fainine among our people. 

















MORE REACTIONARY MEASURES. 

(1) The other day I, the Empress 
Dowager, commanded the Grand Council 
and the Six Boards to consult upon the 
question whether or not the Governorships 
of Kuangtung, Hupeh, and Yuonan, and 
the Director-Generalship of the Yellow 
River should be abolished. The report of 
the said Ministers is now before me in 
which it is declared that as the Viceroy of 
‘a province is charged specially with the 
duty of army organisation and the Governor 

















with the duty of administering the Civi 
Government thereof, the post of Governor is 
too important to be abolished at will, 
especially as this subject had been mooted 
several times during former reigns of the 
present dynasty and as often been deprecat- 
ed. by those charged with reporting on the 
subject to the reigning sovereign. Hence the 
memorialists unanimously declare that it 
is inadvisable to abolish the above-named 
Goveruorships. In consequence «f this I 
commansl that the said Governorships to- 
gether with the Director-Generalship of 
the Yellow River, which must have a 
special official to look after its conservation, 
be retained as heretofore; and I there- 
fore appoint Tséng Ho (Manchu), Pro- 
vincial ‘Treasurer of Kansu, to be Governor 
of Hupeh; Lu Chuan-lin, ex-Viceory 
of Szechuan, to be Governor of Kuang- 
tung; and ‘Ting Chéng-tu (Treasurer: of 
Kashgaria) to be Governor of Yunnan. J8n 
‘Tao-yung is therefore reinstated in his 
old post. of Director-General of the Yellow 
River and need not résign his post. As 
for the other provincial posts of lesser 
importance formerly ordered to be abolish- 
ed, they also are to remain as they are and 
need not be abolished.

(2) ‘he Grand Council, Tsungli Yamén, 
and Board of War having reported 
against the suggestion to examine candi- 
dates for the mnilitary chujén and chinshih 
degrees in proficiency in small arms and 
artillery drill, I, the Empress Dowager 
‘Tze-hsi-tuan-yu, etc., hereby command that 
the old system of examipation in horse and.

Further those \anchu military chinshth 
who have gained their degrees to entitlo 
them to appointment as members of the 
Imperial Gnards are to be sent to the Pe- 
king Field Force for instruction as above,

Conference of Protestant missionaries of 
Shantung Province convened at, this. place 
on Saturday, October 15th, and adjourned 
to-day, after’ a full week’s deliberations. 
The total number of delegates was fifty-two, 
including the local staff of the American 
Presbyterian Mission. . This shows an in- 
crease of ten over the attendance at the 
First Conference held five years ugo, 
‘Among the unespected pleasures of the 
occasion was the arrival from Chintao, of 
the venerable’Dr. Faber who took an active 
part in the discussions. Mr. A. C, Jones was 
selected as Chairman of the Convention, with 
the Rev.R. M. Mateer as Vice-Chairman in 
the absence of Mr. Jones who was called 
arway before the Conference adjourned.

THE GREAT FLOOD. 


We have been asked to publish the 
following memorial, dated Weihien, the 
25th of October :— 


To the 
FOREIGN LEGATIONS, PEKING. 


‘The Protestant Missionaries, British, 
American, Swedish, and German, resident 
in Shantang and’ Honan Provinces, in 
conference xssembled at Weibien (15-23 
October, 1898) unanimously passed the 
following overture :-— 


We desire to draw the attention of the 
Diplomatic Body in Peking to the immense 
loss of life, property, and money, caused by 
the frequently re-occurring outbreaks of 
the Yellow River. The destruction of life 
and property it would be difficult to 
estimate. At the present time there are 
large tracts of land under water, which 
should be affording sustenance to thousands 
of the population. Thousands are not only 
destitute of food and clothing but are 
homeless, without shelter from the ap- 
proaching winter. Grain has been washed 
away or spoiled ; animals drowned or sold 
for present means of subsistence, household 
utensils and building materials are being 
sold to meet the necessities of the owner 
thus suddenly rendered destitute by the 
flood. 

But we would respectfully draw atten- 
tion to the larger questions connected 
with these outbreaks wf the Yellow River. 
‘Their frequent recurrence; the many 
appeals made and so nobly responded to 
both by foreigners and natives ; the great 
suis of money used by the Government 
for the relief of the suffering people ; an 
the still more enormous sums constantly 
set ‘aside by the Government for the 
repairing of damages and in the attempt to 
conserve the river. We are so impressed 
by the yravity of these facts and the suffer- 
ing of the people that we cannot but hope 
that Your Excellencies will be moved, if 
but for the sake of humanity, to do what is 
possible to urge upon the Chinese Govern- 
ment the necessity of trying new plans for 
controlling the waters of the Yellow Ris 
‘The methods hitherto adopted have proved 
quite inadequate and are of doubtful utility. 
Your petitioners respectfully suggest that 
the Chinese Government be pressed to 
appoint » commission of foreign experts 
to make » full investigation and report 
‘on the best means of proventing these 
calamities and of utilising those waters, 
which we feel assured might thus 
cease to be an unmitigated evil aud 
become a source of material prosperity. 
We have no technical knowledge at our 
disposal, but venture to suggest that a

tung; may help in the solution of a 
problem which is admittedly a difficult 
one. 

In conclusion we would point out that at 
present the Yellow River is practically 
valueless for commercial purposes. Only 
junks of light draught can navigate the 
river, and so, what should be a valuable 
natural highway is almost useless. A glanco 
at the map will show how great its utility 
would be, if, under a proper system of 
conservation, it were made to subserve the 
interests of the country at large.

RIOT AT CANTON.

AN ATTACK ON SHAMEEN, AVERTED. 





(eRoM 4 CORRESPONDENT.) 
Shameen, 25th October, 11 p.tn, 

This evening, ‘between eight and nine 
v'clock, when the residents of Shameen, 
were still at dinner or enjoying their cigars, 
their peace was rudely disturbed by the 
howling of a mob on the other side of the 
canal. On turaing out to sev what was 
the matter we found a large crowd of 
Chinese collected on Canal Road, opposite 
the French Concession, yelling and shout 
ing-and throwing stones on to the Con- 
cession. On enquiry as to the cause 
of the disturbance we were informed 
that a joss-boat had moored there, that 
the police had ordered it off, that the boat 
would not go, and that the altercation had 
attracted the mob, who supported tho 
boat-people in their resistance to the police. 
‘The French Consular Authority gave orders 
to turn out all the police aud to supply 
the volunteers with firearms. ‘The volun- 
teers, having received their arms, took 
up a position and, seeing that the mob did 
not cease their stone throwing, the order: 
to fire was about to be given, when the: 
Mandarin in charge of the Shameen guard. 
came forward and begged and prayed of 
the Commandant that there might be no 
Firing, as he was going to disperse the mob. 
‘The Chinese soldiers were then turned out 
and marched along Canal Road, dispersing 
the rioters. ‘Tw or three of the ringlead- 
ers were arrested. One half tho Volun- 
teers were ordered to remain on duty until 
relieved by the other half, At time of 
writing all is quiet—Hongkong Daily Press, 
27th October.

‘The Home Secretary, 
questioned on this subject, remarked that 
he did not believe a certificate of death 
would be a gurantee against premature 
burial! A startling admission, verily, but, 
alas! all too true, in view of the fact nob 
less startling, that hundreds of deuth- 
cottificates are given every year by medical 

n who never seo their patients in the 
hour of death, nor oven after, so that their 
assurance in ‘such cases is no guaranteo at 
all. Nor is the eertific.to of a doctor who 
has merely seen the body thoroughly trust- 
worthy, for exhumation has sometimes 
revealed the appalling fuct that even the 
certified “corpse” survived to dic a 
death so awful that the pen shrinks from 
attempting to describo it. No less an 
authority than Sir Henry Thompson tells 
us that it is easier for premature burial to 
take place in England than in France, 
under our present system of allowing so ° 
many deaths to pass uncertified, and of 
medical men granting certificates’ without 
having carefully examined the body. 

It was doubtless the realisation of such 
possibilities which moved Wilkie Collins to

We admit that an almost, unreasoning 
fear of such disaster recency Inid hold of 
the public mind, in vonsequence of the 
discovery of certain indubitable instances 
of its occurrence ; we do not deny that 
such instances are rare, in comparison with 
the number of deaths. "Still, es they may 
occur, and do occur—if only'one such tra- 
gedy ‘in a century come to light, and pre- 
vention of the ful contingency is 
possible—let us not rest till such preven- 
tion’is secured. Does not the detection of 
such a horror, however rare, suggest as 
many or more for ever undiscovered ? 

Does any argue that the ventilation of 
this painful subject tends to excite and 
aggravate nervous dread in regard to it? 
Such an argument might have weight, di 

dread operate, as in cholera and other 
epidemic diseases, to induce the evil feared ; 
but in this matter, the stronger the fear, 
the greater the hope of discovering effectual 
means for its prevention. 

Au absolutely scientific test of death 
is suroly then ns desirable as hitherto 
apparently unattainable, And now 
Réotgen ray of hope has illumined, we 
are told, this gloomy problem. It is 
stated to be vacy, by a peculiar form of 
such ray, to photograph the interior of tho 
human body, the resultant photographs 
differing where death has taken place. 
In Paris this method has already been 
effectually employed. In a case where 
relatives of an. apparently dead man 
were fearful of his premature inter- 
ment, tho result of exposure of the thorax to 
those wonderful Réntgen rays dispelled all 
doubt. ‘The slightest and most ocexsional 
movement of the heart would have blurred 
the picture ; the man yras dead beyond all 
question, 

‘Truly in every part of the world, 
and especially in lands where climatic con: 
ditions prohibit our awaiting the infallible 
test of evident decomposition, such a means 
of certainty is ono of the grestest benefits 
th, % could be conferred on humanity.

FAN KU OPENS UP HEAVEN AND EARTH. 

‘Wu Wu-fang has said that at the time of 
the Chaos, when the heavens and the 
earth were first opened, that there was 
Pan Ku born in the great desert, and that 
hie was the first to understand the doctrine 









































of Heaven and Earth, and the principles

‘Then the World-honoured from his home 
in the Lin-Chiu mountain shot: from .the 
knob on his head a thousand-leaved lotus, 
whose ten branches sent forth a hundred 
beams of precious light; each light-beam 
revealing everywhere ten sandy river-beds. 
He could also lift the hills as one would lift 
a pestle. Everywhere there was an empty 
void, and all the universe looking up to 
him'with love and fear, bowed humbly, 
and sadly prayed that Buddha would take 
pity and reveal the matter. Buddha re- 
plied: ‘Very good, Very good!” He 
then called Onan, and said: “You seo 
the four great continents of the universe 
Go you not?”

Just 
then the great Kun Yin sprang forwacd, 
clasped her hands, bowed reverently, and 
addressed Buddha, saying: ‘Ob, Honour- 
able One! To-day the appointed time for 
the Nanshanpu continent is at hand. I 
beseech the Honoured One to exercise his 
authority and bestow his saving grace .by 
showing how Heaven and Earth may be 
again opened up.” Buddha said : “ Good | 
So let it be! To-day we will seek for a 
man who shall split open Heaven and Earth, 
and so become the foremost lord of all the 
ages, But this is no small matter. My 
only fear is that we shall not get the man !”” 
‘Then there appeared on one side of the 
group a god clapping his hands and Iaugh- 
ing. The World-honoured recognised him 
as Kuan-to-pong-so-nn (we shall eall him 
Kuanto for short) and ordered him to 
come forward. Raising his hands and fall- 
ing down hefore Buddha he addressed the 
Honoured One, “T fear if heaven 
and earth be opened on the Nanshanpa 
continent, we, the aieciplen, woukl Se 
in personal danger. How can it bo 
avoided ?” Buddha replied : “I have given 
you one life. Go! cut open heaven and 
earth and complete the work that will 
endure through all the ages. Don't bo 
anxious about dangers! Go forward 
quickly and accomplish it. When Heaven 
and Earth are divided and the beginning 
of all things is made, then Heaven 
will first bring forth water, then Earth 
will bring forth fire, then’ Heaven will 
bring forth wood, then Earth will pro- 
duce metals, and Heaven will last of all pro- 
duce clay. When the tivo essences separate, 
I will come and save you, and bring you 
back to this place.” After Kuanto had re- 
ceived Buddha's command, he could only 
bow in submission and take leave. After 
worship] ing all the gods, he seated himself 
upon a loud and passed away from the Wes- 
tern Abodes of the gods, and came to the 
Nanshanpu, a vast and desert part of the 
universe. With great shout, he shot into 
the earth and changed himself into some- 
thing like a flat peach, in which was a 
stone shaped like a little child. So he 
went whirling round and round forty-nine 
times and gradually grew into a man 
thirty-six feet tall, with a hideous square 
head, godlike eyebrows, angry oyes, Tioge 
teeth, a broad mouth, id his whole 
body covered with shaggy hair. Straighten- 
ing himself up, the heaven slowly rose and 
the earth sank. But there were some 
parts that remained in contact ; so takin, 
a chisel in his left hand, and axe in his 
right, he split with the axe and opened with 
the chisel, and so by the use of such god-like 
power, Heaven and Earth after a long time 
were separated, and the two essences rose 
and fell, the pureascending became Heaven, 
while the coarse descending became Earth, 
From this time Chaos was opened up and 
‘Tai Chi produced the two laws (the Yin and 
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the Yang). ‘The two laws then produced 
the four forms (great light and lesser light, 
great darkness and lesser darkness), the 
four forms being transformed, all manner of 
species were multiplied and spread abroad. 
‘Theso propagated interchangeably, and-a 
royal rice was brought forth. At this time 
Kuanto set up a monument thirty feet 
high and nine feet broad, on which were 
inscribed the following twenty characters: 

“T am Pan Ku who opened heaven, and 
split the foundations of the earth. ‘The 
first and the Inst came together, and the 
old garb is like the present one.”” 

‘The story isa double one. We have seen 
how Kuunto divided the heaven and earth; 
let us now. see what became of Kuanto. 
‘The Honoured One watched with searching 
eye the completion of Kuanto’s work, and 
said to Kuan Yin, ‘ You transform your- 
self into an angel, take a clean bottle, 
go. out and gather it full of emeet 

jowdrops ; for now I fear that Kuanto 
has become personally polluted and can- 
not leave the world.” Go and sey that 
the relics of Buddha from Paradise will 
save him.” Kuan Yin received the com- 
mand of Buddha, and taking leave of his 
sacred presence mounted an auspicious 
cloud, and came to the great wilderness. 
Thon'shaking himself he was turned into 
an angel forty feet high, and as he stood 
before the monument Pan Ku asked: ‘Who 
art thou, and what is this bottle in 
thy hand?” Kuan Yin answered: “In my 
hottle are sweet dewdrops, Because your 
porson has become polluted, Ju Lat has 
sent me vo wash you.” Now Pan Ku was 
originally from the Western Paradise, and 
on hearing the words of Kuan Yin, his heart 
was greatly stirred. Bowing reverently and 
removing his garments, he humbly prayed 
for deliverance. Kuan Yin noticing that his 
heart was inclined homeward, poured the 
Bottle of sweet dowdrops on his head, 
repeating the following formula: “Be- 
cause you clapped your hands laughingly, 
now after the lapse of twenty thousand 
years, your meritorious work nccomplish- 
ed, return to Paradise, and escape the 
region of bitter transmigration.” When 
Pan Ku heard the charm, he fell to the 
earth and in an instant was transformed 
into the same flat peach, which Kuan Yin 
thereupon put. into his bottle and flew 
back to Paradise. Coming to the World- 
honoured Buddha, he knocked his head, 
and addressed him as follows: “Thy 
servant by thy great mercy hath saved 
Kuanto, and now brings him back to thee.”

When the Honoured One had finished 
this charm, Kuanto appeared in his 
original form, and prostrated himself be- 
fore Buddha, ‘The Honoured One was over- 
joyed. Kuan Yin said to Buddha: “ Now 
that Heaven and Earth are opened up by 
thy favour, we ate at a loss to know what 
will tako place next.” ‘The Honoured One 
replied: * Heaven and Earth having sepa 
ated, the light or. male substances rise, while 
the heavy and conrse, the female substances 
fall downwards, These two substances will 
change and produce man. The Yin and 
the Yang uniting will bring forth all things, 
coven to the fowls and wild beasts and mov- 
ing things that have spirit ; there are none 
that do not thus originate. But hereafter 
all that are born must come from the three 
whites, upper, middle, and lower (Heaven, 
Earth, and Kang). Among men they shall 
be known as the three emperors, and from 
them shall the calendar be reckoned. Those 
who ally themselves to the pure ether, 
as officials they will bo faithful; as 
sons they will be filial; they have hearts 

+ of pity amd do not kill, when they 
hear of a good deed they rejoice; they 
rely on right principles and despise riches. 
Té-changed into beasts they will become 
































horses, cows, dogs, sheep, lions, elephants, 
unicorns, and things of that ‘sort: if to 
birds, they become the phoenix, the egret, 
the wren, the sparrow, ete; if to rep- 
tiles they become fish, ‘eels, moths, silk- 
worms, ete, ‘Those who ally themselves to 
the coarser essences, as officials they will 
be-untrustworthy ; as sons unfilial. ‘They 
love the evil and hate the good, aro 
covetous and bloodthirsty. If for their sins 
they are changed into beasts, they become 
wolves, jackals, tigers, leopards, foxes, 
rats, ete; if to birds they become eagles, 
hawks, faleons, crows, ete. If to reptiles, 
they become wasps, spiders, snakes, scor- 
pions, ete. ‘Those who aily themselves 
with ‘neither the pure nor the gross, as 
officials they covet high positions; as sons 
they will be disobedient and obedient by 
spells. They will be covetous and stingy. 
Knowing how to do good they will not do 
it. They will not restrain their propensity 
to take life. If changed to beasts, they be- 
come donkeys, mules, pigs, deer, rabbits, 
ste, If changed. to’ binds they become 
jackdaws, wagtails, cormorants, chickens, 
ducks, geese, etc. If to reptiles, they 
become mosquitos, lice, butterflies, ants, 
ete. In regard lo the future of the four 
great continents, after the Inpse of the 
vast periods, all living and spiritual beings 
will be changed to animals, the good to the 
good, the bad to the bad, men becoming 
beasts, fowls, nnd reptiles; or bensts, 
fowls, and reptiles becoming men, in end- 
less interchange. So we see that heaven 
and hell proceed alike from one’s own 
heart. ‘They cannot be fully set forth, but 
you shall know them hereafter.” 

Then all the gods clapped their hands 
with joy, knocked their heads, and dis- 
persed. "What took place afterwards you 
will learn in the next talk. 

‘A doub’ explained. One says Kuan Yin 
was the daughter of King Mino Tsung; how 
ia it that at this early day there was a 
Kuan-Yin? [ answer, “Not so! When wo 
say Kuan Yin, we mean the one who ‘saw 
the s»unds of the world,” and not the Kuan 
Yin of Mino Tsung’s time. For instance, 
Buddha is also called the World-honoured. 
Can the most Honoured of earth be 
mistaken? Kao Kuang-y8_ says that 
Heaven is distant from the Earth 72,260 
les, and that the thickness of Earth 
is the samo as the height of Heaven. North 
and South are distant from each other 
77,294 miles, and 25 steps. “East and 
‘West are distant, four steps less.

A MYSTERIOUS VOYAGE. 
——. 
Singapore, 18th October. 
‘The Spanish steamer Burnos Aires ar- 
rived from Barcelona this morning. Shortly 
after mooring to Tanjong Pagar Wharf two 
gentlemen went on board, one of them a 
well-known resident of Singapore, the 
other a prominent resident of Manila, but 
these gentlemen were immediately ordered 
off by one of the officials with the excuse 
that no stranger was to be allowed on board. 
Is it that the Spaniards wish to conceal 
the guns mounted on board this steamer 
and the ammunition, said to be on board 
for various ports in the Visayas, or do they 
imagine they ean hoodwink the American 
authorities as to the true object of this 
expedition in contravention of the Protocol. 
‘Advices just received from Hongkong 
plainly state that the destination of this 
steamer is the Visayas, that Manila has 
merely been inserted as a blind—or if she 
does go there it will be after discharging 
the sinews of war at certain arranged 
ports. What will Admiral Dewey do? 
Singapore, 19th October. 
‘The Spanish armed cruiser Buenos Aires, 
from Barcelona yesterday, which is alleged 
to have on board guns and a large supply 





of ammunition for ‘various | ey in the 
Visayas, but which is said to have shipped 


no cargo here, left this morning, nominally 
for Manila. The Spanish steamer Uranus, 
which arrived from Iloilo on the 12th inst., 
anl which also was to have left this 
morning, was detained by the Police act- 
ing under a warrant empowering them to 
search for contraband of war. Col. Penne- 
father, the Inspector-General, and Chief 
Inspector Jennings, both visited the boat 
during the morning, but at the time of 
writing the search had not been completed. 
It is believed that it is arranged that the 
Uranus is to meet the Buenos Aires at a 
defined rendezvous, for the transhipment 
of war material for the Visayas ports,

STILL PEKING. 
——_ 

‘The recent massing of large number of 
troops in and about Peking, and the ap- 
pointment of Jung Lu to their command, 
as wellas to the command of four other 
corps @armée in Northern China, seem to 
have been rightly interpreted by those who 
predicted a second important political 
coup. The Jiji Shimpo's Peking corres- 
Fondent telegraphs that the Emperor is to 

e dethroned on the 23rd instant, and that 
a son of Prince Ching, aged 14, will be 
raised to the throne, the Empress Dowa- 
ger acting as Regent. Prince Ching is to 
move upon the Palace, at the head of a 
body of troops, and will depose Kuang 
His, on the ground that His Majesty's 
bodily infirmities incapacitate him for tho 
discharge of imperial functions. _ ‘The state- 
ment may bea pure canard, But it may 
also be true, for though the improbability 
of the public's obtaining intelligence of 
such an inteution would militate against its 
credibility under ordinary circumstances, 
we have to remember that many Chi- 
nese in Peking are now deeply interest- 
ed in exposing the purposes of the Man- 
chu usurpers’ and murderers. Will the 
tragedy be allowed to follow its course 
uninterruptedly? We are not genorally 
disposed to take extreme views of inter- 
national questions, but it seems to us one 
of the most pitiable things conceivable that 
the leaders of Chinese reform should be 
assassinated in cold blood and the Em- 
peror torn from his throne, simply be- 
cause they and he obeyed the instincts of 
enlightened peniotien: while the civilised 
Powers stand by with folded arms taking 
no steps to save the victims of their own 
advice wnd example. As for the Empress 
Dowager, one marvels to think that she 
should have the consummate assurance to 
come before the world and the Chinese 
people for the third time in precisely the 
same réle. She made herself Regent after 
the death of Hsien Féng by beheading or 
strangling the men whom his Majesty had 
appointed to that post; she made herself 
Regent after the death of Tung Chih— 
death under most suspicious circumstances 
—by setting aside the rightful heir to the 
throne and nominating a baby; and she is 
about to make herself Regent again by 
deposing Kuang Hsii and appointing a boy 
in his stead. She is 6 wonderful woman, 
and not the least wonderful trait of her 
character is the splendid confidence with 
which she flaunts her medieval methods in 
the faces of modern States.—Japan Mail, 
220d October. 
































THE PRESS IN CHINA. 
—— 

(Contributed to the China Mail.) 
Ofall the glorious fruits of Western 
civilisation there is nothing greater than 
the freedom of the Press. Like other good 
things it has its defects, but admitting 
that, a moment's reflection will show how 
many and various are the blessings which 
the Press has conferred on Europe and 








‘America. ‘It has exposed abuses, defended. 
the weak ‘against tho ‘Oppression of ‘the 
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strong, and generally proved itself a sple 
did instructor-of the masses. ‘The struggle 
of the Press for. freedom has ‘been but 
another form of the growth of freedom 
among the people. There is no true free- 
dom where the Press is gagged. Having 
fought and won the rights of a free Press, 
wwe can sympathise with the efforts of other 
nationalities in their endeavours to obtain 
ike precious privileges. Although as a 
matter of antiquarian interest, it may be 
“said that China in her Peking Gazette 
had the first newspaper in the world, 
yet, as a matter of fact, her newspapers are 
but of yesterday. ‘The vernacular news- 

apers of Hongkong xnd Shanghai have 
Pein the tras’ plonesm of te native 
Press, That work has borne fruit in a 
remarkably short time. ‘Take, for ex- 
ample, Canton which had until ‘the other 
day four dailies and one newspaper of 
a more literary nature published once in 
ten days. ‘The mission of the Hongkong 
vernacular papers is by no means at an 
end. Atthis special juncture in. the his- 
tory of China, and for many yeurs to come, 
they must be the medium of the advancing 
thought of China, In their columns, China 
and her institutions can be discussed with 
a fulness and freedom that is impossible 
on the mainland, for obvious reasons, 
‘The history of the native Press so far has 
heen a peaceable one, principally becuse 
all controversial questions and reflections 
on the government have been carefully ex- 
cluded.” Any deviation from this safe 
course has immediately brought down the 
wrath of ‘the powers that be’ on the head 
of the unfortunate editor. ‘The sphere of 
influence of a native newspaper conducted 
on {liberal and progressive lines is almost 
unlimited. 

The number of readers is immense, for 
it must always be remembered that these 
papers are written in the ‘Look style” of 
Janguage, which is understood throughout 
tho Empire. Any one who las even omy 
occasionally glanced at these papers must 
have noticed tendency to pander too 
much to native tastes and ideas, that are 
recognised by the Chinese of any education, 
as false and degrading. But it would not 
be fair to lay hold on these blemishes, not 
acknowledging that for the most part they 
have exercised a beneficial and enlightening 
influence over their readers. 

A few yenrs ago, the one newspaper 
then in existence in’ Canton had suddenly 
to movo from the city to Shameen to 
avoid the persecution of the ofticials. 
When the pressure passed away, that paper 
was agnin removed to the city, and in the 
interval three more papers’ have been 
started. A visit to the offices of these 
papers is an inspiration and a_ splendid 
testimony to the spread of ideas in China, 
‘Most of the printers have received their 
training in Hongkong. The old printing- 
blocks and hand-presses have given place 
to modern steam printing ninchivery. One 
of the Canton papers has on its ‘staff a 
Chinese who was educated in Germany 
and who is therefore well abreast of the 
times. 

Just as a great future of prosperity 
and usefulness was opening up to the 
native papers there has come suddenly 
like a ‘bolt from the blue’ the Imperial 
edict calling upou the local mandarins to 

ress all native newspapers. ‘This edict 
originally only mentioned ‘Tientsin, Shang- 
hai, and Hankow, but it has come to 
Canton, as our friends of the Press know 
only too well. Although it hus not yet 
been officially promulgated, its effect’ is 
already seen in the disappearance of two 
papers from the list. ‘The editor of one 
of these newspapers was a near relative 
of Kang Y-wei, and for this crime he 
was obliged to flee to save his neck. In 
the meantime the mandarins have stepped 
in and seized all his property, down to the 
very vice pot, as the Chinese say. ‘Three 
papers remain, but they know not how 


























profound sympathy for the men who 
the editorial chairs. An arrangement has 
been made by which the proprietorship of 
those papers is placed to x large extent in 
the hands of Baropesn-, and it ia hoped 
that this connection will prevent any undue 
attention on the part of the mandarins. 
But the Chinese do not intend to give in, 
and if the worst comes to the worst they 
propose to have the printing done in Hong- 
kong. 

‘The battle of the Chinese Press for free- 
dom has begun, and surely they may rely 
on every forei.n newspaper, as well as on 
every foreigner, standing ‘by them in this 
their time of need. 








THE VALUE OF TIBET TO 
ENGLAND. 
——— 

(To the Editor of the Spectator.) 

Sim—Notwithstanding the numerous 

hooks that have been published on Tibet 
from the time of Bogle and Manning, « 
century back, down to the recent descrip- 
tions of the country by Rockhill, Bower, 
and others, the public generally have but a 
hazy idea of the wide Tibetan region, or 
of its great value to us and to all Eur- 
opeans whose lot is cast in the surroundin; 

lands dominited by the huge table-lan: 

th t towers above them. ‘Tibet is the 
heart of Asin, rightly called the roof of 
the world ; it forms the nucleus of thie 
great Asiatic continent, and from it may 
be said to depend the low-lying peripheral 
countries by which it is surrounded,— 
India, Burma, Sixm, and Gochin-C! 

the south ; China proper on the east; and 
the Tarim Basin with East Turkestan on 
the north. The great rivers which water 
these countries have all their sources in the 
high plateav,—the Indus, the Ganges, and 
the Bramaputra, which flow through India 
and debouch into the Indian Ocean on the 
south ; the Irrawaddy and thd Salween in 
Burma flowing into the Bay of Bengal ; 
the Lantsankiang, orMekong, which crosses 
Upper Siam and Cochin-China, and taking 
a south-west course, fows into the China 
Sea near Saigon ; and finally, the Red 
River of Tongking, which rises in the 
Chinese province of Yunnan, itself a high 
table-land and peninsular extension of the 
‘Tibetan plateau. Coming round to China, 
we have the two great rivers, the Yangtze 
and the Huangho, which’ mako their 
way to the Pacific, running right athwart 
the ‘eighteen provinces” from enst to 
west,—tie one a solid stream of deep 
uavigable some two thous.nd miles 
from its mouth, the other wide and 
shallow, and, owing to its eccentric be- 
haviour and’ irregular flow, commonly 
known as ‘China's Sorrow.” All these 
rivers are fed by the perennial snowsadorn- 
ing the great mountain wall which fences in 
the plateau from the peripheral countries, 
and by the heavy monsoon rains derived 
from the masses of vapour which the south 
winds of sumer, crossing the Indian 
Ocean and the China Sea, pile up against 
the mountain barrier. “The mountains 
which bound the great plateau on the 
north, the Kunlun and the Altai ranges, 
have little rainfall, and here consequently 
the peripheral conntries are little better 
than deserts, and their rivers only in- 
termittent pools of water for the greater 
part of the year. Northern Tibet is itself 
a desert of lofty peaks and frozen platéaux 
16,000 ft. and 17,000 ft. akove the sea, 
interspersed with’ desolate lakes of salt 
grater, and is practically uninhabited. 
Southern and Western ‘Tibet, bordering 
on India and China, have a lower eleva- 
tion, the plate ranging generally from 
10,000 ft. to 13,000 ft., while sufficient 
moisture here penetrater the boundary 
wall to enable a considerable population to 
dwell in comfort and to combine agricul- 


















































ture with the pastoral pursuits dear to all 


‘soon their turn may come, and one feels a} Tibetans, which form the basis of such 





wealth as they possess. The climate in 
this region is cool and bracing in summer, 
while the winter cold is by no means 
severe; fresh water abounds, and the 
streams are so rapid that they are seldom 
hard frozen, The thermometer at‘Lhassa, 
is said seldom to fall as low as zero 
Fahrenheit, and, if the nights are cold, 
the sunshine by day, even in the depth of 
winter, is warm and pleasant. Occasional 
blizzards occur, generally of three days’ 
duration, when all who can, keep within 
doors ; but calm weather is the normal 
condition, sharp, cold air tempered by 
almost continuous sunshine. My own 
small experience of it leads me to believe 
it to be one of the finest climates on the 
surface of the globe. 

Bodyul, or the land of Bod, by- which 
name the country is known to the Tibet- 
ans, extends about 1,200 miles E. and W. 
(longitude 79° to 101° E.) and about 700 N. 
and §. (latitude 28° to 40° N.), Theboundary 
wall on the south, or Indian side, is the 
Himalaya range which runs E, and W. 
After reaching the country of the Kachins, 
to the north of Burma, this wall turns 
northwards and forms the boundary. be- 
tween Tibet and China. This northern 
extension of the Himalayas is known to 
the Chineso as the Tuhsiiehshan, or Great 
Snow Mountains, a name of the same 
meaning as the Himalaya of the Indians. 
In appearance the Chinese range is much 
the same, the view of tho Tabsiiehshan 
from Mount Omi in Szechuan (11,000 ft.) 
being analogous to that of the Himalaya 
from Darjeeling,—a grand wall of snowy 
peaks and glaciers towering into the sky 
to a height estimated at 22,000 ft. to 
24,000 ft.. and dwarfing the high Szo- 
chuan ranges that lead up to it by 
contrast. ‘Through this wall go passes 
which lead the traveller to the Tibetan 
Inteau beyond. The two principal passes 
Tending from Szechuan are. at Mnchionu 
(8,000 ft.) in the west, which forms the 
high road from Chéngtu, the provincial 
capital of Szechuan, to Bathang and 
Lhassa ; and the Hstichpaotiny (13,000 
ft.) which leads from the north of the 
province into the Tsaidam and Kokonor 
country on the north-west. I have 
traversed both these passes, and_on ench 
occasion found myself on a rolling, grassy 
plateau. the home of innumerable flocks of 
the big ‘Tibetan sheep and of herds of the 
hardy yak. Agriculture is impossible‘on the 
plateau itself, but in the deep ravines cut 
down, by the many streams, which form 
the sburces of the great rivers named 
above, barley, the main food of the p»ople, 
is grown in considerable quantity. While 
sojourning on the p'ateau—the tsao-ti, or 
Grass-lands, as the Chineso call it—I have 
been the guest of the Tibetan border 
tribes, and although the people are timid 
and suspicious, I found the men far more 
frank and manly in their behaviour than 
the Chinese, while the women, who do all 
the work and all the entertaining, are 
politeness itself, with a grace and free- 
dom of mauner which forms a contrast to 
that of the downtrodden Chinese women, 
as pleasing as it is surprising. As a 
merchant and wool-buyer, my .presence 
amongst them did not raise the suspicions 
which a missionary or a purely scientific 
traveller cannot fail to give rise to. The 
Tib s on the Szechuan border are 
a remarkably handsome race, with the 
splendid physique and carriage of the 
mountaineer; they have little of the rv- 
pulsive Mongol type in their features ; 
many of the younger men would pass for 
handsome Italians, while the young women 
are florid brunettes, prepossessing both in 
manners and appearance. 

The Chinese derive no revenue from 
Tibet, avd their supremacy is all but 
nominal. The tribes are under their own, 
Tu-sxe or headmen, with a few Chinese 
Residents” posted along the chief high- 
ways of the country. A few small bands 
of ill-disciplined ese soldiers guard 
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the frontier towns in Szechuan, and 
are posted at wide intervals along the 
great -high road to Lhassa, But gene- 
rally the Tibetans know little of the; 
Chinese, who scarcely interfere with them | 
in any way. The Tibetans all go anned | 
with sword and musket, while the Chinese ; 
in the border towns of Thibet, ax else- | 
where, are ignorant of arms, and could not | 
resist’ serious attack if made. But-s 
peaceful, trading intercourse between th 
two peoples appears to hare removed «l 
danger of a renowal of the wars that were | 
constant for a hundred years or more after | 
the so-called Conquest of Tibet by the | 
Emperor Chien Lung in the early part of | 
the last century. 

Seeing what a magnificent sanatorivr 
Tibet, if properly opened up, would; 
afford to our toiling fellow-countryme 
in the torrid plains of India, it ix} 
lamentable to think that no serious steps | 
have been taken to render Tibet acers- 
sible to Europeans since the days of 
Warren Hastings. This grand Statesman, 
with the conquest of India on his hands, 
did not neglect ‘Tibet. As lon 
as 1774 Warren Hastirigs sent a miss 
to the Teshu Lama, and actually suc- | 
ceeded in making a peaceful agreement | 
with him to open up a trade route between 
Tibet and Bengal. Later Viceroys left | 
the matter in abeyance, and the intercourse | 
s0 well begun gradually died out, and 
was not ayain until 1885 that a renewe 
attempt was made to open up the country. 
Tho Macaulay mission which was dis- 
patched to Lhassi, overcame the feeble | 
opposition of the Dalai Lama's force o: | 
the Sikkim frontier, and had advanced 
to within three or four days’ march of 
Lhassa when it was suddenly recalled 
by the Indian Government. This fatuous 
act was prompted by the foreign advisers 
of the Chinese Government Sir Robert 
Hart, so it was currently reported at 
the ‘time, warned our Government of | 
the fatal consequences of the breach with 
China which interference in Lhassa would 
produce. Our timid rulers, unworthy 
successors of Warren Hastings and his con- 
temporaries, instead of treating China ay a 
quantile négligeuble, appear to have f 
the shadowy consequences of their advanes 
into ‘Libet, and a grand opportunity wax 
carelessly thrown away. 

Yet it is not too lato for resolute act 
even at this late day. Chinn ia falling 
pieces ; its outlying dependencies must yo, 
Manchuria has already gone to the Russians | 
and Mongolia is going to them. Are we con- 
tent to see them in ‘Tibet also, hovering 
over India, and threatening a descent at any 
moment?” A mission of five hundred mea | 
despatched to Lhassa to-morrow would | 
secure us the fealty of the Dalai Lam, 
and free intercourse with the hardy 
‘Tibetan peo 

To say nothing of the trade, it is less on 
political than on sanitary grounds that L 
urge that Tibet be thrown open to 
settlement from India. I have myself 
tiwice recovered my health by fleeing from 
the steamy plains of China to the cold, dry 
atmosphere of the great plateau, and this 
notwithstanding the discomforts and hard- 
ships of lund travel under present 
conditions, .Englishmen in India need 
such a change within easy reach. Dar- 
jeeling, Simla, and the other numerous 
hill-stations along the foot-hills of the 
Himalayas are on the hither side of 
the rain-belt, and although comparatively 
cool, are still damp and relaxing. ‘To 
obtain the real tonic of mountain air 
you must get behind the rain-belt. Such 
tonic as the Tibetan plateau affords is 
(experto crede) not to be found in Europe, 
and when one realises that this glorious 
climate could be placed by rail within 
three days of Calcutta, one naturally 
asks, why is it notdone? The addition

‘The 
prisonor said the pony had been away in 
the country for some time and had only 
just returned to hisstable. This statement 
was denied byInspector Batty, who bbserved 
that he had continually seen the pony in the 
stable and had spoken to accused about it.

‘Three of the prisoners 
were fined $10 exch while the other 
three were dismissed on necount of their 
having a claim on the property. ‘Tho 
carriages to. be detained in the pw 
stition pending the settlement of a 
charge made against the comp!
